—7] =D!!! Dardanu(the firſt founderand erecer 
2, \J | of thecitic of Troy) itis requiſite that 
7 «|: 97 | wie take forour cheeſeſt guidetherein 
T&F Y the firſt prince and Patriarch of the 
— = world, called Noe, furnamed Gallas; 
followingherein moſt eſpeciallyhe chronicle ofthat au- 
thenticke writer,Beroſi# the Chaldean : who.indeed of all 
others moſt accordeth with the writings and-holy workes 
of Moyſes in the 01d Teſtament ; for as much asthe Chal- 
deans generally addited thernſelves to ktters: unto 
which they were alluredand perſuaded by Noe, fhewing 
themtheuſe of Hiſtoric, and therein thetrue particulars 
of thecreation of the world, untill thatvery time wherein 
they thenlived ; which alſo Noe himſcltc learned —_ 
inſtry-

inſtructed in by his father Lamech, who likewiſe received 
his knowledge from his grandfather theProphetEnoch, | 
before hee was tranſported into the heavenly Paradice: 
and this Enoch hadit by tradition from thefirſt farher 4- * 
dam,who was poſſeſt therewith by divine inſtinand ho- 
ly inſpiration, Let us now therefore attend what this Be» 
roſus the Chalezan willdeliver unto us, being a moſtre- 
nowned,auncient, and graveauthor, who flouriſhed not 
long before the times ot Alexander the Great; and un= + 
| to whom(as P/iniein his Naturall hyſtorie reporteth) the 
A. .1enians for hisgreat wiſdome andeloquenee;ereced 
intheir univerſatie a moſt ſtarely and gorgeous ſtatue to 
his owne ſhapeand ſimilitude, whoſe tongue they guil- 
ded over with moſtpure and reſplendent gold. This Bero- 
ſus wee will in this Treatiſe much relie upon, adjoyning 
withall unto his authoritie other authors of greatworth, . 
karning, and antiquitie. 

Noe (according to S, Jerome in his interpretations of. 
| Hebrew words)ſignifieth as muchas reſting oreaſing ofa. 
mans ſelfe;and he was the ſonne of Lamech,which {igni- 
 fiethhumilitie, This Noe by the deſcriptions ofold writers: 
| was taken inthoſedaiestobea Giant,in reſpect of his ex- 
; craordinarie ſtature,proportion,and corpulencie : and he 
wasabout theage (as MHoyſes allo in the ſixtchapter of 
Geneſis affirmerh)of five hundredyearcs,when be begat |: 
of his wiſe Tyte:(otherwiſe called Aretia) theſe his three + 
ficktfonnes, Sem 3 which interpreted, ſignifies famous, 0+ | 
therwiſe called Hechiſedech: Chamthelecond(though 
Beroſis affirme him to beethe youngeſt) which ſignifies ' 
ſubriltie or crafe :and-luphet, which ſignifies libertie or // 
treedome; with theſe his three ſonnes, Noe and hisfamilie | 
lived

lived ina citie callcd Enos, which was the firſt citieinthe- 
world, and was built by Caz» theſonne of Adam, atthe 
foot of the mountaine Liam in theland of Syria, and 
in the particular province of Phoenicia, not farfromthe 
famous citie of Ieruſalem,fituatedinthe holyland, 

In this cicic of Enos,and in many others thereabouts, 
inhabited and lived many moſt deformed, fierce,andter- 
rible giants, who by reaſon of their unmatchable ſtrength 
and indomitable powerfulneſſe, ruled and overſiaicd all 
thoſe people thereaboutsatrheir pleaſure, committing 
many odious and ungodly deeds, and living a molt diflo- 
lure and vicious life,engorging their Juxurious appetites 
with ſurfers of adulterie and libidinous converſation, as 
void of ſhame,thelaw of nature,and the feare of God. 

In theſe times many very learned Aſtronomers and 
wiſe Soothſaiers gave out propheticall divinations ofthe 
ſuddaine-approching deſtruction of the univerſall world, 
which their forewarning prognolticationsthey engraved 
and cut forth in pillars of marble and tonie monuments, 
to lignifie thereby untoth; world,their knowledge of fuch 
future and ſure-happening accidents, All thisnotwith- 
Aanding, theſe obſtinat and heart-hardened Giants per- 
xevered inthefrimpious and dereſtablepraGtiſes,tyranni- 
zing and oppreſſing without all meaſure,additing them- 


ſelves to the finding out of weapons, ſhields, and other 


warlick accouſtrements, as alſo to the making oftents,pa- 
vilions, and ſuch like expedient neceſlaries for the fie}d: 
wholly excluding all thoughts of any alteration or 
chaungeto cnſuz: onely the good giant Nye, among all 
thereſt, feared God, and was obedient to hislawes, with 
all che ret of his fainilic and houfhold, which was. 7itea

his wife, Sem2,C ham,and laphet, theirchildrev,and Pardo. 


ra, Noela,% Noegla, their wives: all which, Noeivſtruaed 
in modeſtic and good manners, and inthe reverence and 
feare of their ſoveraign Creator, He thercfore,as well by 
divine commandement,as by the icience of Altronomie, 
by which he gatheredthe overthro and confuſion of the 
world,began to frame andiaſhion that huge ſhip or Ark, 
which we ſooften read of in holy ſcriptures, & which was 
appoin:ed from above to be rhe meanes of the ſalvation 
andpreſervation of humane kind, Noegwhen hee ſaw this 
generall inundation to approch and thew it {clie,convei- 
ed him and his familic into this Arke, when preſently all 
the world,and allthings elſe therein (this excepted) were 
overwhelmed and ſubverted undertheTaging turic ofthis 
 foftrangeandall-devouring deluge: and this was pertor- 
medon the cightcenth day of Aprill; inthe fix hundred 
yearc of the age of Noe.And hetherto.was accounted the 
ficſt age of the world, according as Philorhe Iew in his 


compurations affirmeth. _ | G4 
 Theworld thus univerſal; drowned andkept downe 
underthe all-ſubduing power of the waters (Noe and his 


familie excepted) inthe end they began againe tofinke 


backeandretire into the earth, which when Noe percea- 


ved(his Arkethen reſting on the top of che high hill Gors 
dicus in Armenia) by the will and commaundemenr of 
God,he with the reſt (which were ſeven) came out of nis 
ſhip, and deſcended downe unto the new-dried jand :. 
which was performedeight hundred thirtie three yeates 
before the toundation of Troy,& before the incamation 
of Chriſt two thouſand three hundted and ſeventeene 
yeares , Noe then ſeeing himſclic thus left the ſole King,

Thetravels of Noe into Europe, 
Monarch, Emperour,Patriarke,Lord,and Maiſter of the 
whole univerſall land;remained wonderoully aſtonied at 
this{o {traunge andſence-amazingaccident:and paſſing 
along the land,he found on a plaine a fairepillar of mar- 
ble,whereon hecarcfully engraved and ſer downethe de- 
luge and generall inundation of the worldinthe form of 

. an hyſtoricall diſcowte : & this ſtone(as itis reported) is 
called at this day by rhe inhabitants thereabouts, 2/yrji- 
Adam,which interpreted, ſignifies the iſſue of Nee andir 
ſtandeth in the countrey of Armenia, becing a great 
provincein Afiathe great, which affronteth towards the 
Eaſtthe Hyrcanianſca, towards the South lies Meſopo- 
tamia, towardsthe North Colchos and Albania, and 
towards the Weſt, Cappadocia; and through the midſt 

of it runne the two famous rivers, Tigris and Euphrates, 

s of all which countries, hereafter inthishyſtorie more at 

[ large ſhall be ſpoken, Ir iswritten, That Noe begat of his. 

wite Tytea after the floud, thirtice children,vi7,T#yſcon the 

Giant, Promethers,Japet as, Macrus, and the fixteen Titans 

which were all Giants: allo Cram, Granaus, Ocean, 

and Tipheus; and of daughters, Araxa lurnamed the 

Great, Regina, Pandora,Crana,and Thetis:ſome authours 

: doe alleadge more, bur for brevities fake wee will not fur- 

ther contend with others opinions. Noethus livingin Ar 

menia, inſtructed theſe his children in theknowledge of 

' Ffacred Theologic,andin rites belonging tareligion and 

* holy facrifices,asalſointhe underſtanding ot human ma- 

*  nersand ſecreſies of Nature, of which hee hinzelfe had 

compoſed many bookes, which afterward the prieſts and 
churchmen of Scythia and Armenia, preſerved andkept 
n great regard and zeverence, For this cauſe he was = 
Fee F EE > SE ec 
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led among the Scythians 0gyges S-ga,which interpreted 


from the Scythian language, fignifics as much as,Great 
Parriarke,foveraigne Prieit,and mightic Sacrificer. And 
this Beroſu affirmeth, ſaying : Primnm 1:4que drxerunt O- 
gyeam Sagamyideſt, lluſtrem ſacrorum Poztificem Noam : 
healſotaught and inſtrutedthem the knowledge of the 
courſe of the planets, and devided the yeare into twelve 


months, according tothe courſe and circumference of 


the Moone :healſoby his tudicof Aftronomie and ob- 
ſervance of thecceleſtiall :notions,could prognoſticat of 
thealterations of weather in the yeare fucc ceding : for 
which cauſes the Scythians and Armenians very highly 
honoured him,thinking him co pertake of the divine na- 
ture and ſupernall knowledge, and therefore called him 
Olybama & Arſa, which is as much as tofay, the Heaven, 
andthe Sunne : and they afterward alſo built and named 
many greatcittiesin his name andof hiswite Tztea, fo 
much' were they honoured tor their verives and godly 
converſation , He further tavght thote people the uſe of 
agriculture andtillage ofthe ground,and allo thefinding 
out of the uſe ofthe grape,and the manner ro plant vines 
and other neceflaries for their more ealte living, wherup- 
on hee was entearmedalſo 1ans, which in the Scythian 
tongue, ſignifies the giver of wine, But as he was the firtk 
that found out the uſe thereof, ſo was hee the fir{t that felr 
the power and vertue of it, who notbeing able to endure 
the fume and mightic ſtrength of the operation thereof, 
ina great feaſt wherto he had envited many of his friends, 
fell extreamely drunke,and io overcome therewith, as he 
lay ſenceletly {leeping in unſeemely manner amid theſe 
his gueſts and friends ſo cnvited : ſuch was the furie of 
, that 
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T hetravels of Noe into Europe, 
that new-found drinke. 

Among all the ſonnes of Noe,Cham was the leaſtin his 
fathers favor,who allo by reaſon of his Magicke art(wher- 
in he had great knowledge)was called Zoroaſf,who wholly 
gave himſcife overuntoall incivilitie and rude behaviors, 
tollowing the abhominations and vices of thoſe hortj- 
ble giants beforethe floud: he,as hating his owne father, 
for that he ſaw himſelfe leaſt beloved ofhim;as he ſaw him 
thus lying drunke(uſing ſome charmes of enchantment) 
rooke now the time of. revenge,and by his Magick ſo be- 
witched his fatherin thoſe places of generation, that hee 
diſabled him ever after to have the uſe of women, or to 
get more children: for theſe and other ſuch his dereſta- 
ble impicties, hee incurred the wrath and diſpleaſure of 
God, in moſt greevousmanner,and was afterward bani- 


ſhed from his father; who afflicted him with no more pu- 


niſhment therein for ſuch his unnaturall deed ſo com- 
mitted, 

Humanekind through the ſucceſſion oftime, ſo much 
encreaſed and multiplied,thatthey were now enforcedto 
ſecke out ſome new habitations and places of abode: 
whereuponthe good Patriarke Noe,furnamed 1anws, be- 
gan toexhort the princes andcheete of his familieto put 
themſelves in ſearch for other countries and places of re- _ 
fidence, andthereto build and ereR villages and citties, 
tor the ſocictic of humane converſation: and he thus al- 
lotted unto them their regions and quarters, where to po- 
pulat and inhabit, To Sem, ſurnamed Melchiſedech, he 
appointed Afia the great, which in it ſelte containes the 
halte of the world: and hee had with him in his companie 
xxy, Rulers of his familie. Hee aiterwards builtthe cittic:

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of Salem, now calledTerufalem,and hee lived evenunll 
the time of 4braham.,Vnto 7aphet his brotherwas allotted 
Europe,and he had with him foureteenerulers of his ge- 
neration:and unto theſetwo, Nye bequeathd his bleſſing 
moſt amply,according asthe ſcripture maketh mention : 
As forCham, although he was outof grace with his fa- 
ther, yet had hee his inheritagealſo allowed unto him, 
which wasthe other third partof the world, as hereatter 
ſhallbe farther ſpoken of, 7 | 

Frier 1ohn Annius of Viterbe, the expoſitor of our 
author Beroſ#-, doth recite, that Phjlothelew (another 
very ancient author)doth write, Thatinthehundred year 
afterthe deluge, Noe to ſhew andinſtructhis children in 
Coſmographic,went up on the mountaines whichover- 
lookethe Ponticke ſea (part of which is nowcalled Mare 
Mediterrancum)and there ſhewed unto his ſonne Sem all 
the Aftaticke ſeas; from the floud Tanais in Tartaria une 
to theriver Nilus in Zgypt:unto Cham heſhemed all the 
rivers iſſuing from the ſeasof Aﬀeica, and fromthence 
through Zgypt tothe ſtreights of Gybraltar: and to 74+ 
phet all the rivers and flouds of Eutope, paſſing fromthoſe 
Kreights,through Spaine, Fraunce, andlItalic, and thoſe 


countries round about; into which countrey of Italie Noe 


allo afterward arrived, and left behind him certaine of his 
people in thatpart of the country whereRome waslong 
after built, which was cight hundred:yeares after the 
floud: from thencehe paſſed unto the coaſts of Greece, 
andentred intothe ſtraights leadingto Conſtantinople, 
by the ſea called Mare Major, and(o againe tothe flouds 
of Tanaisin Tartaria,from whence he firſt ſer forth. And 
itis tobce noted, That as hee paſſed through all choſe 

counties, 
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Thetravelr of Not into Europe, 
countries, healwaics left. people behind him toinhabie 
andencreaſcinthoſe countries, deſtributing unto every 


numer certaine quarters.to remaine in: and after-this 
time, in ſhortſpace many countries were againe reinha- 


| bired and peopledatreſh, which ſince the floud were de- 


folar,and lay naked and. depopular. 
Aboutthe one and twentieth yeare of this hana returne 
from the above written voyage,Noe began to divide king- 
domes, & alſo to ere&t monarchies inthe world:ofwhich 
the firſt was the monarchie of Babylon, over the which, 
Nembroth the Giant, the ſonne of hisnephewCws, who 
was theſonne of Cham, was firſt of all eſtabliſhed,in the 
hundredandone and thirtiethycar after the inundation; 
and hee wascalledthe firſt Saturne orking over the Baby-= 
lonians and Aſfrians;whoafterwardin afaire Campania 
called Sennaar,laidthe foundation,anderected!: ws great, 
rower andcitic of Babell, whichhe had cauſedtobe builc 
evemto theheightof the higheſt mountaincs, but. after 
bythe confuſion of languages it was given over andleft 
unhniſhed, Nembrothatterthis lived.1 a and trant- 
quilitic 56 yeares. 
- Normany years after the Gning up of the cnmhia 
of Babylon, Noe divided foure particular kingdomes'1n 
Europe;viz.the kingdome of {ralic;Spain,Fraunce,and 
of Almaigne:for in lralicraigned Comer: G:lins, the 
eldeſtſonneof 1aphct: in Spaineruled Twball (called allo 
Zaball)che fifteenth ſonne of /aphet in Fraunce Samorbes 
(ſarnamed Di)laphetsfourdefonne: andover Almaign, 
.(nowcalled Germanic)governied che Giant:7#yſcon,one 
of the ſonnes of Noe, And fo likewiſe in many-other 
places of the world were: feverall 'governements ; and 
By kingdomes:

kingdomes then ereQed, which nowto recite, were tedi- 
ous and impertinent to our purpole;& every one of them 
along time kept and were contented with their quarters 
ſo allotted unto them,and impoſed lawes andeditts unto 
their people, andthey called the countrey after their own 
name, as alſo many mountaines,rivers,and townes were 
ſo entearmed, to the end, thatall ſucceeding poſteritic 
might know by what meanes and by whome ſuch citries 
and other monuments receaved their firſt ground and 
foundation, 

Aftertheſekingdomes and governements ereted, 
and theearth now againe well peopled, Noe now underta- 
kerh his ſecond voiage into Europe,leaving S:batizsSage 
his nephew , and brother to Newbroth king of Babylon, 
to governe and commaund overthe countrey of Arme- 


nia,from whence hee nowdeparteth with purpoſe to viſit | 


his children,and to know of their eſtates. And this Saba- 
11145 Sagas (called allo Saturne) had all the countrey even 
unto the land of Badia, lying towards India ( ar this 
day called Tartaria)under hisrule and authoritie. Theſe 
thingsat home thus eſtabliſhed, Noe (lurnamed 7anms) 
with his wife Tz#e4, and many multitudes of people be- 
tides, began his voyage (which was eight ſcore and nine 
yearesatter the floud, and inthe cightand thirtieth yeare 
of theraigne of Nembroth)towardsHyrcania, which he 
then peopled,and called them after his ownename lanij, 
From thence he came to Meſopotamia, wherealfo he left 
behind him many peopleto.inbabit: and from thencehe 
attained the countrey called Arabia Fozhx,where he ere- 
Red twocitties, the one called Noa, the other Janinea, 
furniſhing themmith inhabirants: aſter, lice paſſed from 
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The travels of Noe into Europe. 
thence, andcame into Africa, whichpartof theworld* 
hee ficlt aſſigned untothe governement and ſoveraigne- 
tic of his ſecond-ſonng Cham; but at that time there 
ruledT riton theſonne of Saba,which wastheſon of Cxz, 
the eldeſt ſonne of the ſame. Char, This Triton receaved 
Noe and his companie-with great joy and gladneſle of 
hart,and he ſtaied there ſome halfe a year, inwhich time 
Triton died,andlefthis forine Hammeninheritour to the 
kingdomeof Affrica,otherwiſe called Lybia,, After this, 
Noe paſſed forward, and atthe length arrived in Spaine, 
which was two hundred fiftie nine yeares afterthe floud, 
and in thetenth- yeare of theraigne of Nin thethird 
king of Babylon. Wat tigtc; at 
laball or Tuba!l,thefift ſon of /aphet,and the firſt king 
of Spaine(as all hyſtories do affirme) received his grand- 
father Nye 1anws,and his grandmother Tytes, with hono- 
rable entertainement andall gladlomewillingneſle:who 
alſo were exceeding joytull toſee the proſperous eſtate of 
their nephew /abal, for ſo much as they found, that hee 
governed his people with great juſtice,policic,and good 
lawes, as Beroſms in acertaine place alleadeeth, ſaying : 
Anno Nint quarto T uyſcon giges Sarmat es, legibus format 
apud Rhenum : Idipſum azit Iubal apud Celtubtros (hoc eft 
Hiſpanos)& Samothes apud Celtas. Nee thereforeto helpe 
his nephew for the better peopling of his countrey,toun- 
ded theretwo great citries,calling the one Neela,and the 
other Neegla, in reniembrance and honour of thoſe his 
two faire daughters, ſo called, becing the wives of 1apher 
and Cham: & after this,departed for Italie to his nephew 
or grandchild Comerzs Gallus, the firſt ſonne of Ziphet, 
whom before he had appointed to bee king of that coun- 
C tecy. 
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trey. Inthis voyage, andin hisremaine in Spaine, were 
ſpentnine yeares, Nowit is not miitten, wiiether ke went 
this journey into Iralie by land ax ſea, notwithſtanding ir 
us verylikely, and agreeth with good probabilitie, that in 
this his voyage he would notpall: by without viſiting the 
wile prince, his nephew S;mothc:, the brothei of /uba'7 
king of Spaine, who wasby his appointment created the 
fultking of Fraunce, as is before rouched, and kee had 
raignedavant thisrime lixe ſcore yeares, and livedatter 
this wypeace and tranquillitie tive arid thuitic yearcs and 
upward, pi 
The ſecondtime of the comming of 7anz: thus into 
Italie,qwas inthe time of his age cight hundred and three- 
{core yeares (and noweight fcore fince his laſt departure 
from thence)where thinking to find Comerrs Gllus, hee 
now underſtood that he was dead, and that his fon Cham, 
(contrane.ro the appointment of Noe ) not contented 
with the foveraigne domination of Aﬀeica , had there 
wrongfully uſurped the ſiegnorie of Italic, and had now 
commaunded over that countrey five and twentie yeares 
ot therabouts: and which was worſe,as allthe other kings 
in Europe had inftrufted and governed their people in 
Civilitie, thanners, and education, hee contrarie toſuch 
their goodexamples, had moſt abhominably cortupted 
the youth of Italie with all manner of impieties, vices, 
and odious finnes,which he with the helpe of thoſe peo- 
ple(called Aborigines,which hebrovght long with him 
to people the countrey)made them toembrace,enteitain 
andlivein, Noe upon the knowledge of this, waxt inar- 
yellous heavie and diſcontent, as forrowing forthe un- 
godlineſle of his owne ſonne, and ſuffered him thus tor 
: gs | he 
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the ſpace ofthree years to continuetherin, hoping dayly 


to ſce ſome amendmcntorother in him:but finding him 
to perſever therin,and rather to encreate in itthanother- 


wite, heebaniſht himwith a certainenumber of. people 


with him, from out the confines of Italie; from whence 
departed, hee arrived inthe land of Sicilia, where hee 
with his companielong after lived, _ 

Janis then taking upon himſelfe the kingdome of Italy, 
which was now two hundred threeſcoreand twelve yeares 
alter the floud, he began like acarefull governour toroot 
out and ſeperate the infeious ſheepe out of the whole 
flocxe,leaſt with their impurities all ſhould be corrupted, 
andio heechoſe out a certaine number of people which 
were tainted with the vices of their commaunderthatlaſt 
ruled(and which people were called Aborigenes)8&com- 
mandedthem to depart out of the country, over the river 
Tybre,ficſt cal ed laniculumwhich thing they performed 
and demaunded tortheirqueene and governeſle Cran, 
Noes daughter, which hee allo graunted them: and he ap» 
pointeda kingdomme and government for them, and they 
were as tsalreadie fatd,called Aborijgines,& thoſe which 
were {ef 1n itajte, were called Ianigines, after his owne 
name, He had not Jong rained here, but he cauſed to bee 
built on this ſ1ge of the river Tybie, rowards Tuſcania, a 
matvelious greatcittie onthe top of aiigh mountaine, 
waich-he then called TIanjculum,& airer il;ar Vaticanum, 
and fince thetowne of S.,7cer of Rome, and it was ſcated 
ontheſameplace,wiich atthis day S. Peters church fan- 
ceth upon,asalio the Popes pallace, callcd atthis day in 
Italian, Belvedere, which is as much as, Thefaire fight. 
Round about roſe countries tothe river Araus, which

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paſſeth through Florence,tothe bounds of Sardinia, did 
Noe cauſe to bee inhabited and made populous in theſe 
dates: whereionalſo he built and erected many molt beay- 
titull cities, which he called Aryn lanas, rd c5t,ex Tang exe 
altatzs: and hee began then allo to write and fer downe 
lawes and inſtitutions for the civile adininiſtrarion of ju- 
ſtice,and governmentof Commonmealeswhich he firſt 
preſcribed inthe citie oi Vetulonia, cu;led fince Vizerbe: 
and inſtructed the people alſo in the iciences of Phyltcke, 
Aſtronomie, and Divinitie,andin the ceremonious rites 
and cuſtomes belonging to holy ſacritices ; and of theſe 
alſo he made many and everall bookes, 

Ithath beene mentioned before, how that upon Noes 
laſt departureout of Armenia, hee couſtitmed and eſta- 
bliſhed his nephew Sabatires Siga, ſurnamed Seturie, to 
rule as King and Patriarke over that counttey;wherem he 
afterward raigned peaceably, even until the time of the 
raigne of aprter Belrs,the ſonne of Nembreth,the ſecond 
king of Babilon:who yeelding unto his difordinat deſires, 
and coveting tocominandasfole Monarch of the whoie 
world, was the firſt violater & infringer of the ordinances 
appointed in thoſe daies, and by whoſe means the golden 

eafterward loſt ſuch hertitle,and never ſince was called 
ſo: for before ſuch his over haughtic humors, all things 
were peaceable,common,& free, This 7up:te7 endevored 

by all deviſes poſſible to overturoe the greatneſle of S.- 
batizs Sagaurnamed Siturn?, and commanded z1{o his 
fonne Ninrwus to undertake all meancs howto bring him 
and his family to death and deftruction:; which thing they 
jointly effeRuared (o far,as. hardly elcaped hee the inares 
and ſubtilties laid to entrap him, S47u7xe therefore ſeeing 

hinuſelte 
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himfele in thoſe daungers andcaſualties, to be deprived 
of all dignitie and commaund,for ſuccour and refuge fled 
nato his grandfather Norgthere hoping to bee protected, 
ſake guarded, and defended, which thing alſo-77rg7l thus 


remembrerth : Primus ab erhereo venit Saturnus Olimpo, 


to the expectation of Saturn,friendly entertained him,& 
gavehim many gracious ſignes of his welcome & withed 


atrivall:and for to honour himthe more, and to ſhewthe 1% :er. 


eftes of his friend{hip and good will cowards him,crea- 
ted himthe Commaunder, King, and Patriarke of the 
Aborigenes,whom lately wee ſpecified: and there cauſed 
him alſo to build a citie, which hee called after his owne 
name,Sarurnia,hard by that of 7ar#, called Ianiculun); 
in which very place atthis day,one part of Rome, which 
licth on the other {ide of the river Tybre, ſtanderh, and is 


erefted 325 Virgil allo in his Eneidos mentioneth, where ,,;,,;y 


he bringath in Eres ſpeaking to Evander, laying : Ac 
duo preterea diſiedtis opida muris, Retiquias vetcrum vides 
monumenta virorum, Taniculum huic, fuerat, iti Saturnia 
nomen. lanus then and Satarne thus raigningtogether, 
Tite: the grear,No2s wile,began in thoſe times firlttoler 
up the order of Nuns,and ceremonies of Veltall virgins, 
inventing then the ſetting up of lights and lampesinthe 
churches and temples dedicaredto the profeſſion of vir- 
ginitic andchaſtitic, which cuſtome was in thoſe daies 
very reverently regarced,andendured in great honor and. 
reputation,even.unto rhetime of the Romanes. S.:1n: xe 
lixewiſe very painctully infiruced the people in tillage, 
and inthe nature of foiles,wiercin he had great skill and 
knowledge,as allo in the ceremonies of religion: and not

after tic icundation of the world. 1n the very ſame yeare 
alſo, Nee ans finding &petceiving hisendtoapproch, 
and that now his luſtineſle and vigour of ſpirits began to 
ſhrinke and decreaſe, created one of his ſonnes, called 
Cranusthe King and Patriarke over the Ianigenes (which 
are nowcalled Tuſcanes) and the f1xt yeare after departed 
this life,and gave upto his maker, his noble and heroicke 
{pirit: which was after he had raigned in ltalie foureſcore 


andtwoyeares, and afterthe fond three hunared fortie 


fix yeares, bctore the foundation of Troy foure hundred 
and foureſcore,and beforethe incarnation of Chriſt,one 
thouſand nine hundred threeſcore and ſeven yeares, and 
in the age of the ſame Noz,nine hundred and fitrie, 

The death of this good King and Parciarke poſleſſed 
almoſt all the people in the world with great forrow and 
lamentation, and eſpecially the Armenians andIralians, 
who in moſt honorable manner celebrated his obſequies 
with ſuch their then uſed rites and ceremonies, and after- 
ward dedicated and attributed unto him divine honours 
and godlike adoration, building and conſecrating tem- 
ples and holy aulcars unto him,calling him by divers and 
teverallnames and titles,as the Sun,the Heaven,the Sced 
of the world,the Father ofthe gods,theSoul of che world, 
the God of peace, the giver of juſtice and holinefle, che 


expuller ofthings hurtfull: alſo their children and ſucceſ- 
ſours called him Janus, Geminus, Pnadriſons, Enctrins,

Ogyees Vertumnius V adymon,Protheus, Muitiſers, Dicſpt- 
ter,and 1piter : andthey invented all manner of honours 


and 
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and ſtraunge worſhips toreverenceand adore him: they 
alſo ſhaped tovrth his piCture into diverſe formes and fa- 
(hions : ſometimes ſetting himfoorth with two faces,to 
fignificthereby his wildome upon every matter andevery 
occaſion : ſometimes allo witiz foure faces, to cenotate 
therby that he was the god of the yeare,for that he had ſo 
devided it into four ſeveral parts,being the Spring,Sum- 


mer, Autumn, and VVinter,as 4/acr0675 1n his Saturnals Macrebiue. 


alſo remembrerh, ſaying : /anus apud nos in quatuor partes 
ſpetat gut demonitrat eius ſimulachrum e phalerts adveets : 
Afterwards,the Phenicians pourtraicd him foorth inthe 
forme ofa Dragon,biting her taile, to ſhew thereby the 
roundneſle,and the beginning and ending ot the yeare. 
In honour of him allo at this day the firſt moneth of the 


yeareiscalled after his owne name lanuarius, as Servizs Sevis 


in his Zneidos affirmerh, The ancients likewiſe have ſha- 
ped him forth with two keyes in his hand,toſhew thereby 
that hewasthe inventor of gates anddores, as alſo of the 
locking of them and making them faſt,to the end,that the 
holy remplesand ſacred places ſhould not bee pollmed 
with che impious abule of theeves and uncivile perſons, 
and to'avoid adulteries and other ſuch like ftanes then 
raigning : and of hisname ſince have all dores and gates - 
been called Ianuz, In many other forts. and formes have 
the auncients defigured the image of this Nee 1anzs, as 
Propertizs and many others nave written , who in the 
fourth booke of hisElegics,ghus (peakerh :

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And undoubredly,there hath not beeneread of any 
that lived ſo uprightly and juſtly as this Patriarke Noe, 
neitherthat ever any had ſuch honours, reverence, and 
godlike adoration done unto him, both in his lifetime, 
andafter his death,who alſo was amongthole people in 
thoſe dates called God: neither is it to bee wondered, that 
in thoſc elder times there were ſo many gods held & wor- 
ſhipped amongthe auncicnts, forfo much as itis to bee 
underſtood, That in thoſe daies all thoſe princes,rulers, 
and governorsthat had lived vertuouſly juſtly,and godly, 
and had commaunded their people with mildneſſe;equi- 
tic,and uprightneſſe,were cntearmed gods, and that alio 


without pertorming any idolattous adoration or reve- 


rence unto them, as Merafthenes, an auncient authorand

Having thus touched the death 'of this 
good Patriarke Noe ,/it ſhall not'bee-now' impertient 
ſomething ito remember and-:ſpeake of the wicked and 
abhominable life'of his degenicrate/ſonne Cham, : which 
although of irſelfeitrbeworthleſle of any recapitulation

Theſe things above ſpoken of,being archieved by oh- 


ris againſtthoſe Gyants and moleſters of civile converſa- 


tion, he departed out of Italiewith all hisroyallarmie,fin- 
gularly well prepared and in gallanrequipage; accompa- 


nied with gods,heroes,demie gods, and martialiſts, that 
is, with all valiant, courageous, and wiſe princes, rulers, 
and captaines: anditis nor written, whether in this his 


journey he paſſed through Gaule(nomcalled Fraunce) or | 


went that way by ſea, but hard bythe continent hee coa- 
ſted,in which then ruled one: Zucws, king of that famous 


countrey: but howſoever he journeied, hee nowis arrived 


in Spaine,where once againe hee renued mortall battels 


againſt the Ty14ns,which were mightic Gyants,and cou» 
fins torhoſc he before diſcomfited in ltalie.theſe alſo hee 


now ſubduerhand quite rafeth our all their generation, 
leaving the governement of that countrey to the com- 


maund of Gerio». And fromthencehe againe ſayled into. 


Greece,and arived in the province of Peloponneſus,now 


called Morea : and heethereſerled himfſelte, and ruled in 


thecitie of Arges for the ſpace of five-and thirtie yeares, 
as itis written by Enſebziz in his booke of Time, Afﬀter this 
he createth his ſonne Eezalus,king of Achaia, andfo re- 
turneth againe into Zgypt,thereto ſpend his latter daies 
with his wite and ſiſter Js, ſurnamed 170;who rooke fuch 
his comming home in full joyous acceptance and glad- 
ſome pleaſingneſle. By thisrime all the world had beene 


filled with the report of 0{9ris greatfameand worthineſke, 


unto whom were aſcribedand given many titles & names 


of triumph, as 1piter 1uſius, Dux, Rex, Conſultor, Cuius

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clus, 
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regnum perpetuum eſt, & habitatio in Olymps, : all which 
were cleane contrary to thoſe wherewith his father Charms 
was entituled; . _ i= SE ATED 
Being thus returned into his countrey of Agypt, hee 
cauſed inmany.andſeyerall parts and corners thereof,to 
beeereted certainecolumnes and high pillars,inwhich 
he commaunded to bee cut out and engraved for the pre- 


ſervation. and memorie of hisname and glory, theſe fol-

After hee thus was quietly ſeatediin his kingdome of 
FZgyprt,his brother Typhon the Egyptian (who in all vi 
lanie & mallice followed the humors of his father Cham) 
begannowtorepineandenvicatthe gloric and fortune 
ofthe Emperor 0fyris,inſomuchas he fell into a preſent 
conſpiracie with many other mallicious Gyants for the 
death and deſtruction ofhim andoſhisgreatneſlewhict: 
hee moſt traiterouſly proſecuted ſo far, as inthe end, by 
ſubrill and craftiepraRiſes he entrapped him;who was by 
him and thereſt vf the Gyants cruelly murdered and torn 
in peeces, whoſe bodie they divided, and had hewne gut 
into ſix and twentie peeces, whereof every Gyant had a

ſhare and part,. asa reward andſatisfaQtion forſuch their 
blondie and viQorious ratageme : but afterwards theſe 
parts of his bodice were found out and gathered together 
againe by the meanes of his wife 1/5,and buried,with their 
right honor andduefolemnitie, whom after his death the 
Agpyptians held &worſhippedasa god, as allo the chil- 
dren of Iſrael did thelike ini the defarr. Boccace ſayth, Thar 
hee wascalledalſo Serapir, and that the auncient Poets 
trearmed him likewiſe Dionyſus, Liber Pater and Bacchns, 
and that hee was the firſt that ever triumphed, which was 
mhefirſt voyage hee made into the Indies; and tharthe 
invention of gatlandsand crownes was by him deviſed; 
Our authour Beroſ#s by his colleQions ſeemeth to al- 
leadge, That'this Emperour Of9ris was thusflaine inthe 
prime and flower of his age, having attained onely unto 
three hundred yeares,for hewasborneaboutthertime of 
Nznws the third king of Babylon,and diedin the raign of 
Baleus,the Babylonianseleventh king,by which itis very 
apparent, what woondertull long time men inthoſe ages 
did live.His wife {7s furvived him'two hundred andfoure- 
ſcoreyeares, as hereafter ſhall bee mentioned, who after 
_ thattheehadwith all fit ceremoniesand rites performed 
the funcrals of her murdered husband, begart nowe to 
thinke upon the aQtors thereof,and to meditate upon re- 
venge anddirefull praiſes: whereupon ſhe convocateth 
all her children and nephewes,-and thciterh them to the 
embracement of this her attemptand aQtion,apainſt the 
horriblemurderers of her newly enterred ltusband, Tobe 
ſhort,they condifcend to her motion; andin the fielden- 
counter with Typhon-and his aſſociates, and inbarteitne> 
terly ſubdue them : which vicorie was atchieved hard by. 
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the river Oris in Arabia,andin theſame placewhere 0fj- 
7s himſclfe {lew the mightic Gyanr and tyrant Antheas, 
The world being thus delivered of the perverſe gencrati- 
on of Cham, Iſis remaineda peacefull andſecuregover- | 
nefſe and queene over /gypr, which ſhee compaſled as 
well by her ownepollicies and deviſes, as by the valour | 
and hardie proweſle of her children,ofwhichthe cheefeſt- | 
and moſt valiant was called Hercules of Lybia,of whome 
now(withdrawing my pen for awhile to ſpeakefurther of 
1is)] will more amplycntrear. | Se 
.. Hercules therefore, the moſt valourous andcourage- 
ous young prince, after hee had by this meanesrevenged 
the death of his father 0fris upon his uncle Typhon, and | 
thereRof his aſſociates, began nowto have a feeling of 
his ownepomer and vigour, andupderraketh many moſt | 
tedious voyages, to ſcourall places of the world from the 
_ tyrannie and oppreſſion of ſpch inhumane and impious 
tyrants: and firſt he paſſed through the province of Phce- 
nicia,where heſlewthe tyrant Biſyris, the ſonne of him, 
whom Oſyr:s before had {laine.From thence he went into 
 Phrygia,where Troy afterward was built, andthere over- | 
came the young tyrant Tiphews;and he gavethe governe- | 
ment of that countryto his own ſon 414#5,which he begar 
_ of aladiecalled Omphale,as hereafter thall bee declared.. | 
Likewiſe he vanquiſhtthe Gyant CMy/inus, the younger | 
king of thelſ{land of Candia: and from thence heecamie | 
into Aﬀeica, ſince called Barbaria, of which, hee named 
moſt part of it Lybia after his owne name, which before | 
was called Phutea:and there in memory ot his conqueſts - 
heeerectedacolumne and ſtately pinacle . From hence 
paſling through the ſtreights of Gibralcar, hee arrivedin 
| Spaine 
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| Spaine,where upon his firſt Ianding,hee fought bodie- to 
| bodie againſt the three Gerzops, which were brothersand 


joint commaunders and kings of Spaine, thoſe alſo hee 
overcameand flew, andcreated his ſonne Hiſpalius king 
and ruler of that countrey: which was now the ninth king 
thereof,andot whom the citie Hiſpalis, now called Sivile 
in Spaine,tooke her name and was fo called, After this, 
Hercules determined to make a journey into ltalie, there 
alſo to purchaſe further fame and reputation, by ſuppreſ- 
ſingthetyrannic of thoſethat there then lived according 
to their owne will, power,and mighrineſle, In this his jor- 
ney towards Italic by land, he paſleth through the king- 
dome called Regnum Celticum, then called alſo Gaule, 
andat thisday is knowne and nominated by the name of. 
Fraunce: of theantiquitie of which countrey(before wee- 
come to ſpeake of his arrivall in Italie)having fo fit occa- 
f1on,we willin this place ſomething remember. 
 Firſttherefore we muſt find out and know inwhat time. 
and in what age this famous Hercules of Lybia paſſed: 
throvgh thecountrey inthis his journey, for fo much as 
it 1Snot written of anycertainetie, or by any authenticke. 
author, That hee ever journeiedthrovgh this kingdome. 
before,although ſome doe hold, That hee went that way- 
into Spaine with his father 1#p/ter (ſurnamed 7uſt)in the. 
rezgne of Zucs,the cightking of Gaule,as hath been be- 
fore ſomewhat commemorated: and this matter may bee. 
eaſily andevidently towers; by comparing the times 
wherein Hiſpal;z; was eſtabliſhed and made king of Spain 
withthole ſucceeding, of which, 1ohanres Annie of Vie 
terbe;a moſt excellent writer &diligent Hyſtoriographer 
in his Chronicles of Spaine, ſayth;Thatthe tame Hiſpa- 
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ties mas crowned and inveſtedin the kingdome of Spaine 
by his farher Hercules, inthe fix and thirticth yeare of Ba- 
ler(the ſecondof that name) thecleventh king of Baby- 
lonia ; which was after the floud five hundred toureſcore 
and ten years,before the foundation of Troy two hundred | 
threeſcore and one,andbefore the incarnation of Chriſt # 
athoulandſeven hundred and ſeven and twenty : for Her | 
cules was born preſentlyafter the death of Ninws,the third 
king of Babylon,from whoſe death unto the fix and thir- 
ticth ycareot Balezzs,the eleventh king,were juſttwohun- 
dredfoureſcore andten yeares: ſothat bythis meanes it 
may clearely bee perceived,in what time and in what age 
this Lybian Hercules1o arrived in Gaule, being preſently 
afterthecoronation of his ſonne Hiſpalus in Spaine, Ar 
this very time therefore of his comming into Gaule | 
(which wee will now hereaftercall Fraunce) reigned and |: 
governed inthatcountrey astheirking and con:mander, | 
one called by the name of /apiter Celres,the ſonne of king | 
Zucus, whom before we alictle touched, who exceeded all 
others inriches inthoſe dayes, and was marv*llous weal- 
thic in ſheepe,in cartell,and in paſturage, which were all 
the goodsand poſſeſſions that princes in thoſe times a» 
bounded in, ia that countrey ; for then ſilver or gold was 
not there known,jewels andrare ſtones weire difeſteemed, 7 
no tribures were paicd, no taxesor impolitions laid upon | 
the tubjecs,allthings withourdecert,urt, or any vllanous * 
invention of inans braine, were peaceably enjoyed. And 


eo confirme this their ignorance ot ſilver an ſuch mertals Þ 
Diedorus Sicalus thus layth, That the ihcepheards cf this - | 
king 1upzter Celtes, attending their Aockes un the top of | 
thoſe mountaines which devide the kingcvac of Þ Ro - 
: rom 
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- fromthatof Spaine,called Pyrenci,cſpicd on the ſuddain 
onthe one {ideof the furthermoſt hils, certaine liquid 
moiſture torun downe in haſtic ſtreames into the vallies 
below;and atthe higher part of that mountaine, certaine 
flames of fire 11 moſt furious mannerto ſhewthemſelves, 
inſo much, that very hard rockes and ſtonie ſubſtances 
onthat mountaine were diſfolved and were melted with 
the extremitie of the heat and riſcaldation of thoſe fues; 
which alſo ceaſed nor, but continued in that ſtrange mas 
ner many moneths together. The ſilly and fimple under- 
ſtanding of theſe ſheepeheards, by no meanes aſlumed 
any apprehenſion of thisſo ſtraunge working of nature, 
burcntercained it as a matter exceeding their capacitic 
andreach of judgemenr,and therefore paſſed it over with 
the leſſer woonder, in that they acknowledged inthem- 
ſelves lo deepe an imperfeQtion and want of knowledge, 
But it ſo forruned, That certaine merchants of Phoenicia 
travelling along thoſe coaſts, and perceiving that that 
mettal multneeds be good which ſodiſtilled andrumbled 
downe fromthe tops of thoſe mountains(being as many 
old-wiiters alleadge, the mental} of filver) began to feele 
the diſpoſitions ot thoſe all- ignorant ſheepeheards, and 
ro come to ſome compoſition and friendly rearmes for 
exchaunpe of ſome wares they had, with that metrall, 
# whichthouſc hilsintharplentic fo affourded and yeclded 
foith, Thepoore ſhcepeheards(as | rold you betore)nor 
capable oithe true value thereot,for matters of very little 
worth(which thoſe merchants then had)exchaunged the 


; | oncforthe other, without anyſuſpe&of diſadvautage or 


illargaine on their ſides; and theruponthe Phocnicians 
laded anditaughted theirſhips(then abiding 1n @ porter 
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 havennot farre of) with that mettall which thoſe ſilver 
mines ſo produced, and afterwards enriched their coun- 
trey therewith in moſt abundant and plentitull manner: 
and by the reaſon of theſe fires,thoſe hils were afterwards 
entearmed and called Montes Pyrenzi,tor Pyr in Greeke

from whence wedigrefled, This royall king, /upiter Celtes 
which beforewee remembered, had one one]y daughter, 
which hee prized and endeared as his cheeteſt pood;who 
exceeded all other ladies inthe world,in proportion and 
ſtature,and inthe graces of naturall beautie, and for that 
the was of ſo cxtraordinarieand large talneſle, (hee was 
in thoſe daies held among thoſe people a Gyanteſle, This 
ladie,wlietherproud of her own goodly teatures,or chaſt 
in hercogitations, could notby any meanes bee brought 
to affe& any man whatſoever living, netther would her fa- 
ther conſent toany match or mariage, that might be oc- 
caſion torakeher from his {ight,and the fruition of her ſo 
defired preſence,untill the comming of this ſofar-famous 
ſed and renowned Hercnlesof Lybia (of whoſe great wor- 
thineſle and ſtraunge performances, they had largely 
heard)they ot themſelves intertaineda newthought,and 


were caſfily induced, upon the fuſt ſightoi his perſonage 
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(which was majeſticke and of wondrous grace) to unite | 


their houſe with one of ſo noble demerit and of ſo gene- 
rall tame, Hercules likewiſe becameto far enſnared with 
the gaiiantbeautie,big proportion, and equiſit petſeti- 
ons of Galatrea(for fo was the ladie called)that ke inſtant- 
Jy cifcovered the motionsof his affeRions and love to- 
wards hier, which were reciprocally embraced and kindly 


entertained:ſo that there refed onely checonſummation þ 
of {

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of the nuptials, which were preſemtly after performed 


with all manerof ſolemnizationand ritesof ceremonies 
obſervedin thoſe dayes. Not longafter the mariage of 
the Gianteſſe Galathea unto Hercules, her father Jupiter 
Celtes died, who for his vertuous life and good governe- 
ment, was held in thatreputation,eſteeme,& reverence 
among thoſe people, that ever ſince that day, the third 
part of all that countrey of France iscalled after his own 
name Celtica, After him ſucceeded his ſonne inlaw Her. 
cule;, andtooke upon him the commaund and governe- 
ment ofthe countrey of Fraunce, living peaccably and 
proſperoully with his wife Galathea many yeares, and 
taught alſo the people new courſes howto live, & better 
cultomesand faſhions of behavior;controllingthem for 
theirrude and uncivile manners, and wholly depreſling a 
moſt inhumane and impious order they had,offacrificing 
poore ſtrangers unto their gods, this hee aboliſhed and 
wholly extinguiſhed,enjoyning ſtreight lawes, & punifh- 
ments for the violaters and infringers of fuch his com- | 
maundement herein, Notlong aiter, he built and exeted 
a moſt gallant and mightiecitie,which hee cauſed to bee 
ſeared on a high mountaine of that countrey, wiichnow 
is called by the name of the Dutchie of Burguadie, be- 
tweene Authun & Langres,which citiehe called Alexia, 
which-interpreted, {tgnities conjunCtive or uniting, to 
{(hewthat there were two novle houſes of ſtraunge coun- 
tries conjoined and made one, I his citie aiterwards flouti-

ſhedin great glorie and puillance, and. eſpecially in tie 
times of-4+1izz5 Ceſar, betore which, hee himie'tewich a 
moſt ſtrong armie lay, begirting the ſame ih amok 
ſtrict & hard fiege:at which nine,rthe giving of ihe fiowers 
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deLucesin Frauncetooke his original, as 1n/iv Ceſar 
himſelfe in his ſeventh booke of his Commentaries affir- 
meth; Bur atthis preſent, that once gallant and glorious 
citicof Alexiaisbut a mean village,and of ſmal; account 
in the countrey of Lauxois not far fzom Flawgny, 

The greatciticof Alcxiathusin thoſc daies peopled, 
inhabited,and fortified by the great Hercules, the king of 
Gaule: after ſome orders and inſtitutions appointed tor 
the good governance and managing of all things what- 
ſocver at home, hee proceedeth in his enienced voyage 
for lralie, and!or that expedition raiſed a mightie and 
powerfull armie;with which.after hee had taken his leave 
of his wife Galathea, and of his young tonne Gala: hewr, 
(now aged about foure yearesorthereabows)he progreſ- 
ſerh tothe cffeuating of his fult entendment, and pre- 
ſently enters into thetertitories ofthe Allobroges(which 
countrey is now called Savoy)and there with inain force 
of many hands and laborious fouldiours, hee maketh his 
paſſage through thoſe wondrous high rockie mountains, 
10 all ordinarie ſence and opinion then inacccflible and 
notto bepaſſed; bur as the extreame induſtrie and pain- 
fulnefle of worke bringeth all difficuir things inthe end 
toobedience and commaund of art.ſo theſe undiſgeſted 
heapes of ſtubborne ſtones and rockes,were forced at the 
laſt cogive way unto hisarmic, ſv tar, that all cheir horſes 
and baggage whatſoever found a very plaine and caſic 
paſlage. From thence he deſcended and came imolraly, 
where he fully revenged himfclte of thoſe inhumane and 
lawlefle Gyants, which were the death of his owne father 
Tupiter Iuſius : andatterall tumults quiered, and the refi- 
Rants ſubdued, heefelicopreicribe lawestothe people,

h's ſhare and allowance for hisrule,commaund, and do- 
mination,as hath been betore alceadicipokenof.Andin 
theſe his travels, hee brought alſo along with him many

mane lite;and withevery one of Iischiidren or kinsfolke 
left a certaine allowance of ſuchthings,there ro multiply 
andengender.

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Gaule,and ſointo ltalic, where after hee had ſpent ſome 


time, hee returned backe into Armenia,about the tenth 
yeare he hadſerforth from thence: by which it may bee 
gathered, that Gaule was firſt inhvired and peopled in 
the hundred and eight yeare after the general! loud, 
After this his returne into Armenia, having there re- 
ſted himſelfe ſome one and twgatic years, hee began to 
inventthe foundations of great ciities, and tb eſtabliſh 
kingdomes and fiegnorics throughoutthe world : ſothar 
inthe hundred and two and turticth year after the deluge 
he firſt erected and appointed the monarchie of tic Ba- 
bylonians, of which, the firſtking was called Nezbroth, 
Nges couſin: and about the thirteenth yeare ofthe raigne 
of this Nembroth, hee inſtituted and eſtabliſhed for the 
king of the Gaules one other of his kinſmen called Samo- 
thes,ſurnamed Ds,the fourth fonne of 1aphet, a man very 
wiſeand well governed. S$:1mothestheretore accordingly 
tooke his leave of the Patriarke Nye, his grandmother 7 
7£a,of hisfather 7aphet, and of his mother Noze/a and the 
reſt of his kindred, and ſet forward toward his kingdome 
and governement with all expedition poſhble: carying 
_ along with him diverſe ſorts of cartel], poultrey, and other 
things neceſſariefor the maintaining and conſervation of 
mankind (which kind of things were all theriches &trea- 
ſures that men deſired to poſictle in thoſe daies:)and thus 
with all his traine,familie, and followers, hee taketh (ſhip- 
ping intheſea called Mare major, andintheend, bythe 
favorable affiltance of proſperous winds, he arrived with- 
inthe confines of Gaule, which was {ome ſeven & thirtie 
yeares after his firſt being there with his grandtatherNoe, 
and abouteightſcore and foure yeares after the deluge: 
- | by 
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bywhichit maybeeunderſtood, That this Samothes the 


fourrh ſonne of 7apher, was little lefle than ſeven ſcore 
yeares of age, when henowlaſt viſited the countrey. 
Samothesthertore now entiedinto his own kingdome 
with his wite,children,and followers, and alſohis hotſes, 
kine,and other things neceſlarie, began toſettle himſelfe 
therein, and to give out edits and breefe commaunds 
what hewould have done andperformed inthis his coun- 
tiey : which was done inthe yearcafter the floud above 
written, and about two thouſand foureſcore and thirteene 
yeares before the incarnationof our LordIefus Chriſt, 
The coumrey was very much peopled bythis time, and 
great encrcaſes of all other things there were found upon 
his now comming (tor it was now ſeven and thirty yeares 
paſt ſince Noe left people there firſt to inhabitand multi- 
plie,which in ſuch a time grew to great abundance ot all 
things whatloever,)His welcome and entertainement was 
wonderous gladly accepted of thoſe people and men of 
the countrey,who acknowledged him as their Lord, their 
Patriarke,their cheefe,and their Saturne; which names in 
thoſe daies were given as titles only of honorgexcellence, 
and dignitie, as Zerephon in his AEquivocals allo ſayth :

Saturn d:cuntur fomiliariam nobilium regum, qui

& Iunones ; verg Nepotes eorum Hercules fortiſsims 
Of cetera, 


Ie may now very well bee imagined, thatthoſe people 
having ſolong time lived without a governour, king, or 
particular commauncer,nuſt of necefſitic bee very rude, 
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uncivile,obſtinar,and barbarovs, living onely according 
tothe lawes of Nature, and following tlicir owne wils,de- 
ſires,and concupilcence, Yetnorwith{tanding,simothes 
by faire and gentle demeanures & mild cariages,{owoon 
their hearts untohim,that they became calily reclaimed, 
and brought tobe docibleand obedient to what precepts 
or commaunds were impoſed upon them: and pun this 
hee deviledlawes and otdinances tor doinetticke conver- 
ſation,which kecauſed ro bee made plaine unto the peo+ 
ple,who atthefirlt ſomething wondered ar ſo ſtraunge al- 
rerations, having ſo many yeares together lived witi:out 
any cheete, or any lawes to cube orbridle their natural 
fantaſies and difordinat atfeQtions, And theſe lawes were 
made inthe fourth yeare of the raigne of Ninws, the third 
king of Babylon,at what time alſo 7 «yſcoz the Gyanr, his 
uncle king of Almaigne, andT wbal{king of Spaine, did 
thelike, inſtruQtingrtieir people very induſtrioutly in the 
rules of Philoſophie, Phylicke, and Aftronomie, which 
they themſelves had learued oftheir grandfather Noe and 
their father 7ipher, Andit it bee here demaunded, what 
kind of writings they then uted, Bersf - doth anſwere,that 
they were certaine Phoenician charaGers & letters(which 
alſo were uſed in Armenia) which were very Jike unto 
thoſe which Cadmus long timic after broug]ic tiom Phoe- 
niciaintoGreece, and rheretore urs Cof1r in lis fix 
booke of Commentaries ſayth, That the Gaules did uſc 
inthoſertimes Greeke letters tor their manner of wiiting : 
but undoubtedIy,thole characters were found long time 
before they wereeverknowne in Greece,as Z-nophon and 
many other authors confidently doc aftirne, 

_ Samothes,furnamed D5s, living thus .n alltranquilitie 
| and 


and peaccable ſecuritie among his people, ceaſed not 
dayly to poſleſſe their hearts with ſtrong opinions of 
the worth and value of learning, foritis written,that hee 
wasthe wiſclt and moſt learned prince in the world in 
thole times, as Ber ofi- allo allowerh,whea he thus ſayth : 


Samothes, qui e&> Dis vocatur, Celts colonias fun- 
aavit ecerat ques etate la iſtoſapientioru propterea 
Samothes d;ttmn: eft. 


Among other his rules of Philolophie and learning, 
one was (bectng the cheete(t)hee raughtthe people, That 
the ſoules of inen were immorrall ; which betore they 
hardly belecved, as men dwelling inthe ſhade of igno- 
rance,and invelloped with darke miſts of errour. After he 
 hadthus eſtabliſhed lawes and ordinances for the good 
governement of his country, and all his people enjoying 
peaceab]y rhe fruits of quietneſle: afterthe end of ſeven 
and fortie yeares, he rendered up unto Nature that debt 
which couldnot be any lon ger keptbacke and deraincd ; 
and]etthis eldeſt ſonne {called Mags) inheritor unto his 
kingdome and governement, which was in the oneand 
{iftech yeare oj the raigne of Nyn:z:the third king of Ba» 
bylon, and when his father Saro:hes had commaunded 
that countrey fevenſcore &Hive yeares,being at his death 
about three hundctd yeares of ape, or much thereabout, 
Thus Samothes was of that citceme inthoſe dayes, and (o 
generally revercnced and loved for his vertues through 
 allthatcountrey, ri;at the Gaulois or Frenchmen, even 
unto the tune of {/74/5 C.xſ.,r, boaſted and gloried of nu- 
thing fo mach, as that they were deſcended and iſſued 
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from him,fo highly was he poſſeſt of the peoples hearts, 
in the greateſt opinion of trueſt love,the which thing alſo 
Tuljus Cafar in the ſixt booke of his Commentarics more 
copiouſly remembreth. In his time alſo the ſets of Phi- 
loſophie firſt rooke their beginning and originall in Eu- 
rope, and were called Samothces,whichwere men ſtudicd 
andexpertinall letters, humane and divine; contraricto 
the opinion of-many,whowrite, that Greece was the ficſt 
mother and ringer forth of arts and ſciences, But Dio- 
genes Laertizs, inthe beginning of his booke entituled, 
The lives of the Philoſophers, contradictetht thoſe ſup-. 
poſitions, ſaying : Philoſophiarn a Ba: bars ininia ſumpſiſſe 
complures auttores aſſerunt, conſtat entm apud Perſas clart- 
iſe Magos, apud Babilonios & A ſvirios floruiſſe Caldros, 
apud Celtas & Gallss Druizas, && qui Samothe! dicuntar, 
Mags, theeldeft ſonne of the Patrriarkeand Sazurne, 
Samothes ſurnamed Dis,began nowto take upon him the 
ruleand commaund of this his countrey ſoleft unto him 
by rightfull ſucceſſion from his farhet, in the three hun» 
dred yeare afterthe floud, afrer the nativitie of the Patri- 
arke Abraham eight yearcs , and before the birth of 
Chriſttwothouſand and feventcene yeares. This 3agres 
was a prince of great wiſedome, learning andjudgement, 
andalſo agreat builder,as the interprertion of His naine 
delivereth us: for this word 24g:z4in the Scythian roung 
fignifiethabuilder or ereerzand in the Perſian Janguage, 
a Philoſopher ora miſe man, And Be 55 in hi; booke of 
Time thus ſayth ofhim:Nizi 11, 4nn0,0pud Celtas rogna- 
wit Samathis fil:.us 4 a5115,4 qno eppids plurima poſita [iint 
ined regione: by which it may be gathered, that zee was 
thefirſt chat ever inthat country cauſed any villages, cities

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' townes or houſes to bee built andereQted,for before that * 
time menlived alrogetherin the fields, under the umbra-. 
pes of trees and covertures of ſome pleaſant groves, 70+ 
hannes Annius di Yiterba in his Commentaries upon 
Beroſus, ſayth, Thatthis word Mags lignifieth in that 
rongue which firſt was vſedin that countrey of Gaule, as 
much, as apallace, houſe, or manſion : which opinion 
challengeth unto it ſcIfethe ſtrongerprobabilitie,torthat 
with 2:clomiic in his Coſmographie you ſhall find; that 
molt of tle moſt auncient rownes in that country ended 
with this word -Magms:as in Aquitaine,Novioinagus; in 
th= province of Lyons, Neomagus ; in Gallia Belgica, 
Rhotomagus, which isnowthecitice of Roan in Norman- 
die: thereis allo Berberomagus, Vindomagus, and many 
orhers, whoſe names doeend inthis word Maguas allo 
Nimegham in Guelderland, was called hkewiſe Novio- 
mapus.By all theſe inſtances itis made apparent,that this xcagw king 
Atagis,cthelonne of Samothes, was the firſt that reduced & - on ww 
gathered together the people of that countrey into villa- ke orny 
ges,townes,aiid boroughs, And turther,either of his life, rownes in 
or thecerraine time orcontinuance of his raigne and go. #* eau 
vernement,ithath not been by any allowed author or an- (ed themts 
cient writercapitulated, be inhabited: 
After Magwus,ſucceeded one of his ſonscalledSarron, $aron king

univerfitics or publicke {chovies of teatning: and of him 
alſocamea ſect of Philoſophers called Sarrontdesas Du 
dors Stculus in his fix booke of Antiquities altzmerh, 
thus ſaying: Sintapadedtss 7 nroteg, 36 {ol fiplhi g:0s 
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worant Sarronidas, qui precipue ab ez coluntur , nam moris 
eff apud illos nullizm abſque Philoſopho ſacrificturn facert exc, 
Forin choie daies Philoſophers and men of learning were 
regaided with great reverence,zeale,and gracious reſpect; 
and nothingthere,of any import was concluded or agreed 
upon without ther privities conſent or aduile therein, 

Vntothe kingdome of Fraunce after Sarron , came 
Drius,$Srrons eldeſt fonne,unto whom Bereſ#: aſcribeth 
this title: £ptd Celts Dry 45 peritie plenus, Hee began 10 
raigne foure hundred and tenneyeares atter the generall 
deluge, which was about two.hundred five & fiftie yeatres 
after che firlt foundation and inhabuation of the king- 
dome of Fraunce, Hee was deepelyſcenein principles of 
Philoſophie,& very skilfull in many orhc ſctences, And 
it is very credibly delivered by many very grave and lear- 
ned writers,that he bu:lt the cutie of Dreux in Norman- 
dic, and that of hisnamecame theſe of Philoſophers, 
which were called Diuydes, which wete wondrous lear- 
ned Divines, Augurers, Magicians, and Sacrificers : but 
ſuch their oblattons and ſacrifices in thete their dayesof 
blindnefle,were performed with fuch inhumane and un- 
godly faſhionswith the effuſion and ſhedding of human 
bloud in that lamentable and crucll manner, as is roo 
ſraungeto be reported: which uunaturall and impious 
cuſtome,was abolithed and cleane put downe by the tuft 
Romane Emperours, Auzuitws, and D;wits ( laud.its, as 
Suezomus Tranquilins , Inhius Cafar, and Plmi , more 
directly have particularizedtheſame. 

After the death of this kuig Dr, his fonne (called 
Bardu:)taigned ui his place,G&ewas the fift king of France, 
This Bara was the fuit devider and inventor of runes, 
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ſongs,and Muſicke,of whome the Poets and Rhethorici- B1du king 


ans firſt tooke their ſe,which werecalled alſo Bardes, 


of Fraunce 
as firſt i1nycrtor 


Diodors Siculus in his fixt booke more at large remem- of Pocriie. 


breth. Andtheſe Poets and fingers wete held in that re- 
verenced regard inthoſe times among thoſe people, that 
if upon the inſtant encounter of the battels of the ene- 
mies on both parts, theſe Pocts had ſtept and put them- 
ſelves in betweene both the armies, they hadfor that pre- 
ſent time recalled their furious intendments, and beene 
mollificd with rhe pleaſant perſuaſive tongues of theſe 
eloquentRherhoricians and feet ſinging Poets,as Bero- 
ſe: in one place fayth ro the ſame purpole : Etiam apud 
agreſt1o es barbayos ira ceait ſapientie & Mars reveretur 
muſas. 
 FThedebtdueunto Nature being fully ſatisfied by rhis 
king Bards (for no-quillit or evacuation whatſoever may 
avoid it)hiseldeftſonne called Zorgho was called upon to 
undenake that which his father had lctt hereditarie unto 
him : of whome, no extraordinarte memorable thing is 
kirby fame unto the ſonnes of rime, -nor any authoritie 
. of any great antiquarie poſleſleth us with his worthinefle 
vertues or perieRions : it is only ſuppoled,that betorehis 
death he builcthe citie of Langres which wecallin Latin 
Civitas Lingonenſts, And hee hada ſonne called Bardws 
the younger,which wasthe ſeventh king of Fraunce, and 
began to commaund ſomethree hundred and one and 
fortic yeares after the foundation and evpeopling of this 
countrey of Fraunce. And it is vexy provable, That of 
theſe two kings Loz2ho and B.3dmw,the firkk originalland 
beginning of the people called Lombards took their be- 
ing and naine, for they are enteatmed in LSgy 
| argi, 
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bardi,v-hichnation,although ar the firſt they were extra- 
ed and deſcended ouroft Almaign(now called Germa- 
nic) yer they bare domination and rule for the ſpace of 
two hundred yeares and more in Iralic, even untill the 
time of king Char/emaine,who ablolutely deprived them 
ot all commaund, power,and authoritic inthatcountzey 
round about, | 

The eight king of Fraunce, was Lucws,the ſonne. of 
Bardius the younger,of whom it 15 written(as Ptolorsy and 
others doe affirmc) the people called Luces or Lucenſes 


({ince inhabiting abour the cirtie of Paris) tooke their 


name and originall.Of him alſo, writers have beene ve 
ſparing to ſpeake of,morerhan that hee begat aſon called 
Tapiter Celtes,the ninth king of EFraunce, andfatherto the 
faire and beautious gyanteſleGalathta,whom before wee 
{o largely ſpoke of and remembred. Anditis by compu- 
ration anddyereckoning found,that fince the firſt Saturn 
and king of Fraunce called Sxmothes ſurnamed Dg,unto 
ctheraign of 7uprter Celtes,were about four hundred years. 
And now having thus lincally drawne the ſucceffion of 
every king of this countrey, ſince the firſt inhabitation 
thereof untill this 1vpzter Celres,and ſo conſequently unto 
his ſonne in law, Hercules of Lybia,now the tenth king of 
Fraunce; we will proceed with him(nowemployed abour 
his affairesin Italic) and with his iſſue andpolteritie, as ir 
is delivered by authours of greatworth,leatning andaus 
thorite, 

Ithath been before ſomewhat couched, how Hercules 
paſſing through thoſe mountainous places of the coun- 
trey of Savoy,atlength arrived inlcalie,where (having a __ 
puiſſantarmic) hee preſently fell co wars with the Oo 
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called Leſtrigones,moſt bloudie, cruell, and oppreſſive tys. 
rants, and the murderers or conſenting aidants unto the 
death of his father O(yris(ſurnamed 7uprter Inſtus,)Wirh 
theſe powerfull commaunders in that countrey,heenter- 
tained many fights, and found them veryreſolute, & pre- 
pared ro endute the uttermolt of his mightineſſe and 
ſtrength: yet intheend,after aten yeares wars heviQori- 
oully triumphed overthem,and utterly razed outalltheir 
iſſue and poſteritie whatſoever:and the place whercin his 
laſt battell againſt theſe Gyants,was fought in, reraineth 
ſtill his old name,and is yetcalled, The valley of the Gy- 
ants; which is hard adjoyninguntothecirtie called Tuſ- 
canellain Tuſcania.Thele civile & inteſtige broiles being 
thus valiantly and (ucceſlctully appeaſed, Hercules remai- 
neda quietand peaceable poſleflor of all the countrey of 
Iralie, wherein he raigned and continued forthe ſpace of 
. twenty yeares,much about rhe timethar his father 0ſyris, 
his grandfather Cham,and his great grandfather Noe, had 
there commaunded : inwhich time hee beſtowed many 
gracious and commodious goed turnes upon the people 
of that countrey,and built and creed many gallant and 
famous cities,alchough the moſt part of them bee atthis 
day by the ail conſuming tyrannie of Timeruinated,ſpot 
led,and decayed. He alſo atthis rime cauſed the Iflandof 
Sardinia to be peopled, frequented, and inhabited, which 
untill chat time lay waſt,depopulate,and barbarous : and 
inthis place hee appointed aruler called /o/a#s to com- 
maund asunder him,that countrey, and thoſe people ſo 
committed unto him, Hee likewiſe cauted chrougi mot 
pait of Italic (elpectally in the moorith & wentelt places 
thereof) many ditches and trenches to bee caſt up, that 
H thereby

thereby the palludious meres and ſtanding lakes, might 
findpaſſagestoemptietheit louds, and that the fields 
and baſtures by that meanes might be preſerved drie,and 
be made more fittor agriculcure,rillage, and other neccl- 
faric encreaſes for the generall profit and good of all the 
whole countrey thereabouts: and of himtheriver Arnus 
taketh name, for Hercales was alſo ſurnamed Anſarnus : 
andhe lived forthe moſt part ofthe time that he ſpent in 
that countrey,in a cittie called Feſula in Tuſcania, which 
Citic even atthis day (though not inthatglory as hereto- 

tore)giveth the armes of Hercules, | 
lralie being thus freed from the ſervitude wherein it 

lived of thoſe ungodly and uncivile Gyants, and beein 
now brought to. a generall quietneſle, eaſe, and proſpe- 
' Touseſtate,) Hercules determined with himſclte to fend for 
both of his eldeſt ſonnes;to eſtabliſh the one in the prin- 
cipalitic of Italie, & the other in the kingdome of France; 
and hee totake his journey once againe into Spaine (to 
which countrey hee was much addicted) there rolive pri- 
vately,and toſpendthereſt of his yeares to come;in peace 
pleaſantneſſe,andin allcontent. Whereupon hee diſpat- 
ched meſlengers to his wite Galathea (then remaining in 
Fraunce,as hath been before ſpoken of) to ſend him pre- 
ſently his ſonneGalatheres being now of mans eltate, and 
very able ro bearearmes, Other meſlengers were Ciſpar- 
ched intoScythia (nowcalled Tartaria) there to ſeek out 
his eldeſt ſonne T#ſczes, then remainirg with the queene 
Araxa, queene of Scythia, inhabiting thole countiics 
whichlie upon the floud Tanzis, and by the moores and 
water-lakes called Meotides , Vpon the commandemenr 
of king Hercules, Galathea his wife pictently ſent unto 
him 
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him his ſon Ga/azbers intolralie, accompaniedwiththe 
oreateſt men of Fraunce, who was very joyoully welcom- 
med unto his father with great feaſts and fignes of glad- 
neſle : tor he was now growne up untoa gallant big pro- 
portion of bodie and comely tcature, and was alſo of a 
very gentle and gracious diſpoſition, mildin his demea- 
nures,and yet majeſticall and of a ſpirit-promiſing aſpe&, 
throughout all hiscountenance.Notlong afterhim arri- 
ved his elder brother Ta/cxsfrom Tartaria, who alſo was 
of a mightic corpulencie and extraordinarie large ſta- 
ture, whom indecd Hercules hadbegotin the very prime 
of his youth and vigorous luſtineſſe. Vpon the meeting 
of thee rwo,a great courtoraſlembly of great lords and 
princes was held in all pompe,glorie, and magnificence : 
wherein the preſence of allthe noble Lords and Barons 
of divecle countries and governments,asof Zgypt,Lybia 
(now called Aﬀrica)Spaine,Fraunce,ltalic,and Tartaria, 
with gceat ſolemaities,rites,and ceremonies, 7iſcus was 
createdand eſtabliſhedrhefole king, Satzrne, and com- 
waunder of all rhe countrey of ltalic, andinee was there 
inveſted in thedignitie of Coritzs, thatisas muchto ſay, 
as /apiier crowned, or Patriarke of Tulcanta:& the yonger 
brother G.lathez:s, aged abour (1x and thirtic yeares or 
thereabouts, waspreierted alſo at that, time.untotherule 
and governement ofthekingdome of Fraunce.Allwhich 
ceremonies were petformed with great triumph;ſtate,and 
royaltic,and-kept inthe citic of Viterba,in the yeare after 
the univerſal! inundation of the world, {fix hundred and 
five and tweatic, beforethe toundation of Troynineſcare 
and one yeares, and before the incarnation of Chriſt a 
thouſand {ix hundred fortiecight, Theſe things thus ſo- 
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lemnely conſummated, and Hercules voluntarily diſpoſe 
k&efling himſelfe of theſe two ſuch imperiall crowns, After 
he had delivered ſome inſiruCtions & principles of good 
government to theſe newerected kings, Trſcs and Gala- 
theres after a generall conge of themal},he took his jour- 
ney towards Spaine,to the great diſcontent and greete of 
all the cheefeBarons,andalſoot tne Plebeians,through- 
out all the countrey of Italic : but beeing now arrived in 
Spaine, he found his ſon H:ſpal-5,whiclfhee himſelte had 
beforeeſtabliſhed in that kingdome,to be dead,who had 
reigned onely ſeventeene yeares : and thatafter him ſuc- 
ceeded his nephew Hiſpanw , the ſeventeenth king of 
Spaine,and the firſt of that name,whocalled the country 
after his owne name, Hiſpania, which name it everſtnce 
hath retained: for before that time it was called Hiberia. 
This Hiſpanus raigned afterwards ſome two and thittie 
yeares or nearethereabouts, as moſt writers and Crono- 
graphers of Spaine doe agree... And in this kings raigne, 
about the nineteenth yearethereof (as is before: written) 
arrived Hercules in thatcountrey, now very aged, and of 
many yeares, where hee continued three yeares with his 
nephemw,without any command or place, in as great con» 
tent,eaſe,and quieras mightbee, for hee had now given 
over the deſire of rule and principalitie, and gloricd in 
nothing fo much,as that he by his owne valour,prowefſle, 
and labours,had conquered ſuch gajlantcountriesto dif 
poſe of as hee himſelie thought good, and to give to his 
children to enjoyas their rightful inherirances: for indeed 
heewasthe Monarch and prince almoſtot allthe world, 
and had attained unto ſuch his height of glorie andfaine, 
aotby oppreſſions,tyrannic,or unlawfulncſſe, but by the 
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ſubduing of wicked and ungodly gyants,the depoſing of 
al] ufurpers and bloudie governours,&by the aboliſhing 
and rooting our of all divelliſh and inhumane cuſtomes 
then obſerved in thoſe daies among the poore and faith- 
wanting vulgars in thoſe times of error. In theſe his times 
of privateneſle and retiredliving which he ſpentinSpain, 
he builded and cauſed to bee exefted many great townes, 
cities, and villages ; for which cauſe the people of that 
countrey ſtill call him Hercules the builder. Beſides this, 
alſo hee gave and addicted himſelte to the finding out of 
the natures of ſtrange hearbs,and tothe ſtudie of Aſtro- 
nomie,andthe Magicke art, wherein he wondrous deeply 
was {cene,andexcellently well read;buthee never applied 
the uſe thereof Outunto the good and generall commo- 
ditic of the countrey, Heefound out many-remedies and: 
enchauntmentsagainſtthe poyſon of ſerpents and many 
ether venomous beaſts,then abounding in that countrie 
in great plentie,and by which the inhabitants before were: 
greevoully moleſtedand exceedingly troubled. Hee alſo- 
performed there many other memorable things of great 
worth, value,and import, as Higinus and many other very 
leatned writers doe affirme , Not long after, his nephew: 
Hiſpanus, king of Spaine,died without iſſue,& leftrnone 
of his owne bloud to inherite the kingdome after him : 
whereupon by the generall entreatie of all the whoke land, 
and by publicke conſent,the command and government | 
of that countrey was impoſed upon Hercules, whowe che 
people for his vertues, faire demeanures, andgood go- 
vernement, did indeed very highly afte& and reverence :: 
and here (having fo fit an occafion to ſpeake of the or- 
ginalland antiquutie of this countrey of Spaine) wee will: 
wo 51 
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for a while leave him, undertaking the charge once again 
and the commaund and governement thereoft:and we wil 
begin with the firſt king of Spaine, and ſo by ſucceſſion 
and linea!l deſcent from one to another, as far as Beroſws, 
Enſebins, Solynws, and Diedorins Siculus have proceeded 
therein, and untill wee cometothe razgne of this Her- 
cules. | : 

The very firſt inhabitation and peopling of this coun- 
trey of Spaine, was by thote people that camefrom the 
other ſide of the Calpian ſea,called Iberi, Perſz, Pheni- 
ces,and Pxni, as Plinte in the third booke of his naturall 
hyſtorie doth alleadpe; as alſo Marczs Yarro, and Cato jn 
his originals doe affirme the ſame ; wholly condemning 
the Grecians of vaineglorie and ignorance, to write, that 
Hercules, Pirenes, Luſus, and Pan were the fuſt.that ever 
inhabired in this countrey :butof the colonies therefore 


of thoſe people before mentioned, it is very certain, that 


Spaine took firſt heroriginall, as alſo thoſe other Iflands 
round about, is called Sicilia, Corſica, Sarcinia,and Ba- 
leares:and the Ifland Corficawas fo calledof thepeople 
Corſi, whichthe Grecians tearme Cyrnum or Cyrum, 
but thePerſians and Hebrewes Corſum: and after theſe 
people, the Gothes and Alani came andlived in Spaine 
longtime, and continued for themoſt part of them untill 
this very preſent wherein wee now live, from whome and 
fromthe reſt befoce mentioned, it is delivered for cer- 
taine by many auncient, grave, and Jearnec writers, this 
countrey of Spain deriveth her firit beginning and prin- 
Cipall foundation, | 


S. lerome, Eiſebius, Joſeph: and many other approved 
good authors,doe all conſent and agice, Laataballthe 
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fift ſonne of 7apher,theſon of Noe, was the firſtthatever 
was called by the name of king inthat country of Spain, 
and that hewas alſo the firſt that ereted & built townes 
and citics,and preſcribed bounds and limits inthe ſame; 
which as Beroſ ſayth,was afterthefloud a hundred three 
and fortie yeares,and in the twelfth yeare of the raigne of 
Nembroth,che Babylonians Saturne and ruler z which was 
before the foundation of Troy fix hundred thirtie ſeven 
yeares, and before the nativitic of Chriſt two thouſand 
wo hundred yeares. The greatcitie which he calledafter 
his owne name (Tuball)is in Bztica,as Pomponius Mela 
aftirmerh, as alſo $/rabo averreththe ſame. This kings. 
cheets ſtudie and delight was in paſturage, in flockes of 
ſheepe,and heards of cattel}, wherein inthoſe times men 
repoled great contentment, pleafure, and felicitie : & ſuch 
his ſtudie the people(called Arameans)entearmed by the 
name of Tharaconem, which is as much to ſay, as Paſto- 
rumcongreationem, The mecting together or aſſembly of 
ſheepeheards, as S. 7erom? and the Thalmudiſts of rhe 
lewes interprets it:and oftheſame the great citic of Tha- 
racona is called , as Saguntum firſt tooke her name of 
Sagws,the builder and ereterthereof, He began alſo firſt 
to ſet downe Jawes,precepyg,and directions unto his peo- 
ple, and topoſſefle them with the opinion of good obe- 
dienceuntc their prince, and perſuaded them by fair and 
gentle meanestotheembracement of acivile and quier 
life and converſation: and this, Beroſzs ſaith was perfor- 
med and donein the fourth yeare of Ni king of Baby- 
lon; as be{ore in ſome places hath beenalitcle remembe- 
red: and Str:boſayth, Thatinthe tenth yeare ofheſame 
Ninu king of Babylon,and inthe age of Tuball one ; i 
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dredand fifteene yeares,Noe(ſurnamed Ianws) commin 
out of Aﬀricaand Phcenicia,arrived in Spain,& brought 
thither with him two colonies,called Nocelas and Noce- 
elas;although P/rnic in his third booke of naturall hyſto- 
rie, intheſtx and twentieth chapter thereof calleth them 
Nocegas and Nocelas : and in this countrey were they 
planted,and remained with great multiplication,encreafe 
and abundance. This 7#ba//raignedinthis his governe- 
ment, untill the nine and fortieth yeare of theraigne of 
Ninw and from the firſt inhabitation of Spain a hundred 
andfive and fiftie yeares : and in thiskings governement 
was the Patriarke £4 braham borne, which was juſt by all 


neareſt computation,towards the end of his raigne,andin 


the foure and fortieth yeare of the before ſpecified Nin 


king of Babylon, 


Vnto Taball ſucceeded hisſonne called 1berws.; in the 
government and kingdome which he had left him toen- 
joy: which was from the floud rwo hundred ninetie &nine 
yeares,from the firſt enpeopling of Spain a hundred fiftie 
{1x, before the erection of Troy five hundred thirtie and 
one,and before the birth of Chriſt two thouſand and ſix- 
reene yeares, Andof this 1bers (as Marcus Varro allead- 
geth)thecountrey was generglly called Iberia,asit was af- 
terwards Celtiberia,of certaine people called Celtes, in- 
habiting long after inFraunce, as many authentike hy- 
ſtorians doeaffirme: and ofthis king alſo theriver Iberus 
rooke her name,and was fo called,This floud,as Solynrs, _ 
Albertus Magnus,and Diodorus Siculus avertebeginneth 
hisfirſt Spring, andtaketh his head underthe hils called 
Montes Pyrenzi,which lately before we remembred,and 
kom thence runs winding andcrooked like the ſhape of a 


ferpent 
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ſerpent or ſnake through thepromontorie of Feraria,and 
ſo tumbleth downe amaine into the ſea called Pelagus 
Beleare.Andthisking 1berwsraigneduntillthe three and 
thirtiethyeare of the ruleof Sermiramy, which is about 
ſeven andrhirtie yeares or much thereabouts,as Enſebirs 
accounteth it, SO 
Thethirdking of Spaine,according tothe opinion of 
moſt hyſtorians,was /ubalda, of whole name the hill cal- 
led Iubalda, was ſo called, as Bereſ# affirmeth, although 
in Ptolomie it is written Iubeda, and by the ſuccefſions of p,pmir, 
times,corruptibly Gybaltar, by which name atthis time 
the countrey doth acknowledge it, This /#ba/dabegan to 
enter into his kingdome inthe foure andthirticth year of 
 theraign of Semmram:fromthe worlds inundation three 
hundred thittic ſix, from thebirth of che holy Patriarke 
Abraham toure and fortice, from the fuſkt inhabitation of 
Spain two hundred wanting ſeven years, before the buil- 
ding of Troy foure hundred foureſcoreand foure yeares, 
and before the birth of our Saviour Chriſt one thouſand 
nine hundred foureſcoreand one years, And in this kings 
raigne the ever-famouſed Hercsles of Lybia was borne, - 
which was before the birth of the Grecian Hercules, of 
whom ſo many grave authors have written and beene de- 
ceived, almoſt ſeven hunared yeares : of the difference of 
which,becauſc ithath bred ſuchan incurable skar of error 
among very learnedand old writers, I think it ſhallnotbe 
much impertinent in this place ſomething to particula- 
rize, Of the number theretore of thoſe men which were 
called by the name of Hercules, Farro and many other au- Yer. 
thors alleadge to bee at the leaſt three and fortie leverall 
names,but the woſt famous & renowmed were only two, 
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of which, the firſt and moſt worthie was called E27p1ins 
Thehan,or Hercules Licicurgthe ſecond, 1lceus Gran, 
theſon of Alcmenaand 1mphilzio, as Diodorus Siculns, 
Herodotus,and many others affirme,who report alſo, Thar 
there was a temple in Phoenicia built and deaicared unto 
the fuſt Zercales many years before thecomming of this 
Hercules Grecis ge fon of Ampbitrio, and that allo lon 
after both theſe two(with the ancient Grec tans)were held 
and worlhipped in great reverence and adoration;but the 
one of thein,being Yerenics E 9 plicre (to ythey)was adored 
as a god, thc othet butas a mizhrie ane famous conque- 
rour, Cicero in his boaoke entituled df n4tnrg Deorim fer- 
teth downe this Zercnics alſo as a pod, 4s Macrobins allo 
andmany « others have opinionated the {ime Dirdvr us 
Siculws in his firſt booke confidently aliead get, | hat this 
Hercules Gracit had nottoname Hercules runich fignifies 
heartie,vut that tis Þ TOPCT TAIT was Acer and all 0 ics 
racks, which interpreted, fignities 7:40%7 7/0441; which 
opmion likewiſe Zerodotus conſerterts wi ih, when | in his 
ſecond booke of hyitories:ce affiimerh, that this word 
Hercales is not a Greeke word, butotthe Zgvprianlan- 
puape,and hace Grecians afterwards ſtole from the 
right owner thereof, and unworthily 2tmibured ir unto 
this Alcers thelonne of 4 riphit? F107 MICh thing ally Fu 
ſeb:us maintaineth ,and {ay h.1 Chat choſe tzrmous and gal. 
ant exploits wherewith the world was fo lon! o noſleſſed, 
and caried ſuch univer {all SF rations 4 mong all men, 
were miſplaced and beſtowed on a ftraunger r, that came 
notnearc the true mernt and wort incl t 1m whom it 
truly congerned;! herey cleanc exempring & CRE; pring 
this .2lces( Ampbitrios ſonne) rom, all  nterreſt or ng} 
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unto anythele ſo high and wonder-worthy performances; 
as only particular and belonging unto this noble Hercu- 
les Egiptiis or Libiews, the ſonne of Cſyris, called Iapiter 
Infius(as Dioaorus Siculus Beroſrs,8 Moyſes alſo, certain- 
ly doe report.) Vnto himalfothe people of Lybia conſe- 
crated many triumphes, ceremonious obſervances, and 
genera)l teaſts,as one for his valour and vertues honored 
and woithipped amovglt themasa mighty andpowerful 
god : ſo were they blinded from the true ſight and under- 
ttandtag of knowledge,in thoſe times of darkneſle, error, 
and iuperſtition, And theſe people were firſt called Phurei 
or Phactontet , as 7e/*phims and Therommus in his tenth 
chapter upon the booke of Geneſis affirmeth. Vnro this 
Hercules of Lybia were adjoyned alſo all theſe names(ac- 
cording to the Zgyptian tongue) Her,Hercel, Arno, Mu- 
ſarneand Ar; of which, hereafter occaſion willpreſent it 
{clte,further troexpound, and more largely tro ſpeake of : 
but it is moſt unfallibly certaine,that this Hercules Egiptis 
25 or Libicus, was long before the times of the fomuch: 
renowined Hercules of Greete: who indeed according to 
trewritings of very many grave and earned amhors, fe 
ſervednottheleaſt part of fo many glorious praiſes and 
ticles of honour, as ihe flattering andfelfe-pleaſing con»: 
ceis of the Grecians, have fo amply and-prodigaily al: 
ciibed unto him: for he is by many amhors fetdowne np; 
0!11et but a very pyrate on the ſea, a robber andbloudie. 
oppretfor, where te could nd out any bootie or advain- 
tazvetoſhew hispower,wil,and mightineſle;much yvlike 
Le proceedings that victorious and vertuous Conqueror 
Hercules of Lyoiat to approve which tobe no detractiony, 
but n1enzviious notes 08 forepaſicd learned witers, Ma. - 
I jj "©: W600 
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#ethonthat famous Prieſt and Hyſtorian of Zgypr, thus 
fayth : Conſtat hanc Herculem Gr ecum dolo now bello L aus 
medontem nil einſmodi, ſuſpicantem occiaiſſe,+ primum ex 
maximis piratis extitiſſe,quanquam virum ajvins & admi- 
rabilirobore preditum, &c, Whereby it is very apparent 
by this authoritie and many others of like worth and anti- 
quitie, that this Hercnles the Grecian was burſome fa- 
mous robber or pyrate, living for the moſt part among 
the Argonauts,men excelling in warlicke diſcipline, and 
armed with armours of yron and other like furnitures for 
the wars,as Euſebius ſayth : Hercules Alcens affuit domito 
jam orbe,e7 legibus er regibus formato,& initunto, & for- 
midoloſo ferro invents :wheras contrarimiſe, Hercules Egip- 
$#5lived intimesof ignorance, in reſpect of thoſe know- 
ledges, when the uſe of armour or yron was unfound our, 
the turie of warre not then felt, and intimes of new-rifing 
tumults, not as then ripened or growne toany head or 
maturitie , His armour was the skins of wild beaſts, and 
ſuch like 'accouſtrements was he habited with:whichalſo- 
15 attributed unto Hercnles Alcers, as having a Lions skin 
and a preatclud inhis hands,but they are ameng the reſt 
of the fables which the Grecians uſed, inſerted: for it is 
nothing likely, thatthe uſe of yron becing in thoſe times 
found out,he would have uſed any ſuch interiourmeanes 
of defence for the ſafetic of his bodie. This aflertion alſo 
maketh cleane contrarie againſt him: for Hercules of Ly- 
bia wasborne before the deftruCtion of Troy (according 
tothe computation of the Egyptian yeares)aboverenne 
thouſand yeares,but 4/cews not fully two thouſand, as Di- 
odors; in his firſt booke of Time alleadgeth : which man- 
ner of compuration and reckoning of the Agyprians, if 
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we wil reduce tothe order andrulc obſerved by the Chal- 
deans,Scythians, Hebrewes, andlanigenz, which is by 
the circular circumference and revolution of the Sunne, 
Accounting it as we now reckon, we ſhall find, thathe was 
borne Xe, tly after the king of Babylon called Nin, 
which is according to our latter obſervation, ſome eight 
hundred yeares betore the overthrow and ruine of Troy ; 
which maketh up the number & proportion of ten thou- 
ſandyeares, held and obſerved amongthe Agyprians: 
by which we may perceive the great diſtance oftime that 
was betweene theſe two famous perſonages, Hercnles E- 
giptics or Libicus,theſonne of 0fyris,furnamed Iupiter Iu 
ſtzes,and Hercules Greens or Alcerus (or asfome hold) the 
fon of 4mphitrio and Alcmena : orthe ſon(by adulterous 
meanes): as ſomeothers doe thinke,of one called Iupiter 
Gr4cu , But having now thus farre digrefled from the 
maine entendement, wee will returne to the proſecuting 
thereof. 

 Thecontinuanceof the raigne of the above written 
Iubaldaking of Spaine,dured from the foure and thirtith 
yeare of the raigne of Semiramis, the Babylonian Em- 


preſſe, untill the eighteenth yeare of 4riuz; which is in. 


the whole about the time of threefcore and foure yeares, 
asby the diligent & carctull colleions both of Enſebi#s 
and Beroſus,isclearely approoved, And about this time 
(the Patriarke 4braham, beceing about the age of a hun- 


dred, yeares)is borne his ton {ſaack,as all hyſtories for the 7/axckbora, 


moſt part give record and mention, Inthe governement 

ofthis king /«ba/da,no memorable at done in thatcoun- 

trey,is left written by hyſtotians,

ans and Armeiians,is called Caſtellum.And the Erulci- 
ans at this day (with whome many words of the Aramen 
language remaine)calla caſtle Bricola,by changing the 
letterg intoc, This king Bryow(as Bereſizs $ Other writers 
affirme)founded and erected many townes and great Ca- 
ſUcs in the kingdome of Spaine,as P/0/5777 allo copiou- 
fly hath delivered; asia the countrey of Lulttania, there 
are caſtles called at this day Laccobryga,Mirovrygs, and 
others. Andin the province of Taracona, atowne called 
Brygantuw,V olubryga, and.many others,ſounding and 
ending after the name of the king Bryz7z5 Plrnic fayth in 
hisfitt bookeof naturall ly{toric, that many old writers 
do aftirme, That a certain people called Brygi in Europe 
travelled into Afta, and therebuilded aciticand called it 
Brygios,waich aſterwards by chaungingtheletter B into 
P,was called Phrygios;and thatrhe Phrygians afterwards 
trom theſe people tooke their firſt originall anddeing, of 
whome iſſucd that famousprogenic of the Trojanes, fo 
gloriouſly renowined throughout'the word : and; rhis- 
king Byyg/5 reigned in all fecurtticand peace untillicke.

worihand credize, more particularly have ſpoken of the 
ſz1e:andriis T ages reigned in the kingdome of Spain, 
about the time of rhirtie years, by all due computation 
and conferring of conlent of times, and as Bereſzs affir. 
meththe ſarne, Wo) 
Inthe firſt yeare of rhe reipne of ,17matritis the ninth 
king oi the Babylonians and Aflyrians, the rule and go- 
vernement of thekingdome of Spainefſeil and came un- 
to Betis, of whom afterwards a great patt of that country 
tooke her natne,and was knowne by the name of Bxtica, 
The Etrvſcians by tranſpolition and diviſion of#,calhim 
Be:1it5 oihich with the Latines ſignifies happie or bleſled, 
The Hebrewmes derive this word Betus from Behin,which 
as S.lerome interprets it,;meancth as much as, ora vite 
mee (id cf) faiic tatiseptate 3 andirom hence it is likely, 
that in this countrey ſome ſuppoſed rhe Eleftar fteids ro 
be,and fo alſo thereby mary other ſuch like {uppoltitions 
atofe, which ro'decide, wouls here beetedious, and too 
much digreftiun from the matierentended, This king Be- 
tits ralgned ;even and thirmue yeares, as Bergfes and other 
authors doe alicacge, 
After him in the eight and thiituh vyeare of 4 ws itts 
FoO0Yeg 
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above mentioned,Gerion(ſurnamed 4ſer)challenged un- 
rohimtherule and domination of the countrey of Spain: 
wherein itis written, he governed with great tyrannicand 
oppreſſion of the inhabitants thereof, ntruding himſelfe 
by violent and forcible means intothe poſleſlion and go- 
vernement of tharkingdome, This wordGerion ſignifies 
in the Hebrew tongue as muchas advera in Latin,which 
he manifeſted more plainely by comming from Maurita- 
nia into this kingdome of Spaine, and ruling there like a 
ſtraunger,according to his owne will, deſire, and mighri- 
neſle, Beroſ#s,as alſo Diodorma Siculus, doth affirme, That 
he had another name alſo, which inthe Aramen & Mau- 
ritanian language was Deabo, in the Greeke Chr 5ſeo, in 
Latine Avreo, which firſt of all cameof his great wealth 
andſtore of gold, inwhich he moſt wonderouſly aboun- 
ded in thoſe daies: and this Ger/on reigned thus inthis 
his uſurped authoritic untill the eight andrwentith yeare 
of the raigne of Belochizs, the tenth king andruler of Ba- 
bylonia,which was aboutthe time of three & thirtie years 
or near therabouts. Immediatly after him,three brethren 
together tooke the rule and government of this countrey 
of Spaine intotheir hands,which were called Dezbi Lom- 


' nim1, which word (as S.leromeexpoundeth it) ſignificth 


the cheefes or rulers of armies, and which wee call by the 
name of the threeGerions,becing indeed the ſons of the 
beforementionedGerionghelaſtking andruler of Spain. 
In the time when theſe three brethren thus reigned and 
ruled together, happened that generally known accident, 
which ern the world ſo univerſally entertained from 


the report of loud-rongued Fame,which was,the untime+ 
ly and unfortunatdeath of 0jris;lurnamed Jupiter Inſt: 3 
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who was molt traiterouſly and vilely murdred by his bro- 
ther Typhers Egiptis, whole all-Jamented death was atter- 
ward highly revenged by his-ſonne Hercules Lybicrus, who 
inſtancly took up armes, and ſcoured almoſt all the coun- 
tries of the world,untill hee had found out the authour of 
the murther of his father 0ſjrz, upon whoſe bodie, his 
angrie and wrathfull mind-tooke in:the end diretull and 
cruell reyvenge:atwhich time allo(hee beeing inthe pride 
and fulneſle of furie and choller) ſearcht our all corners 
and places of abode,whereany ſuch likebloudie and im- 
pious gyants,rulers,and commaunders, kepttheirtyran- 
nicall and uncivile governments : among thereſt,he ſlew 
Buſyris in Phoenicia , Typhexs the younger in Phrygia, 
HMylinus a great commaunderon theſeain Crete an- 
rhews:in Lybiazthe Leſtrizones in Italic, and afterwards, 
theſe three bretheren calledGey/ones in Spaine, and alſo 
many others in many other places, as hath alreadic here- 
rofore beene ſpoken of, Atter the overthrowthus of theſe 
late ſpecified Geriones, hee eftabliſhed and appointed to 
{ucceed them one called Hiſpalizs,who now atter theſc,in- 
ſantly tooke upon him.chegovernmentrhereof, 

Hyſpalus therefor according to the report and affir- 
mation of Beroſ#zs) nowentered to take polleſſion of the 
regaltic and principalitic of Spaineqwhichwas from the 
floud five hundred toureſcore and nine yeares;before rhe 
ereion of Troytwo hundred one &tortie years, before 
the birth of Chriſt a thouſand ſeven hundred twentie {e> 
ven,and alter the firſt finding-out and peopling of Spain 
three hundred ſeven and forticyeares, Of this H1ſpalus, 
the citic Hiſpalis firſt was creed and ſo-entearmed, and

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and writers of fame and great antiquitie have given in re- 
port unto the poſteritie of time, Hee reigned and com- 
maunded over Spaine untill the very end of thereigne 
and governement of Bales , the Babylonians eleventh 
kingyvhich was byjuſt reckoning and account,the time of 
ſeventeene ycares, TEES 
lathe firlt yeare of the raigne of _4/tazes, thetwelfth 
king of Babylonia, Hrſpanms the nephew of Hircnles, was 
eſtabliſhed king and. ſole ruler over the dominions of 
Spaine,of whomethe.countrey then generally.was called 
Hiſpania, which the mallice of time hath not yet worne 
| out, but ill it isknowne and called afterthe fame name. 
| After him, Hercules(comming aut of Italic, fraught with 
x yearesand many victorics)tooke upon him by the eleQi- 
| on and ſuffrages of all the people,therule & government 
thereof. And thus hath beenlineally drawne foorth the 
firſtinhabitation of the countrey. of Spaine with the par- 
ticular andrightſucceſſions of the kings and commaun- 
ders thereof, as hath been warranted and allowed by wri- 
ters of great antiquitie and induſtrious Chronographers 
of Spain: where wewillnowſurceaſc to wade any turther, 
having broughtit unto the. very ries where wee Jaſblett 
| our cheefe purpoſe and matter;and will goe formard, and 
proceed from hence untill wee thall nearerarriveat.the 
time wherin Troy was firſt creed and toanded,toliowing 
herein the ſame manner of wethod. and fotme , with 
which wee ficlt ſet forth, and meanetocontinue unto the 
end(by the favourable permiſſion and allowauce of the 
divine Majeſtie.) Hercules therefore ruling thus in Spaine, 
built and erected many goodly cities and fairecalties jn 
that countrey, wherupon at this day.in fore auncient re+ 
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cords and monumentall ſchedules of Spaine, you may 
readot another'titlegivenunto him, 'which is) Hercnles 
edificator, He was called alſo by theſe names, as Her, Her- 
col,;[ Arn, Muſarno : and they thus ſignifie and areen- 
gliſhedtromthe Hebrew tongue,as S. lerome and others 
expoundit: Her fignifieth hairie;: Hercol all covered over 
wich haire, 470 fignifietha Lion,and cMuſarnorhepor- 
 tcaiture or effigies of aLyon,and theſenames were thus 
aſcribedunto him,forthat he alwaies wore for his upper 
garment the hairieskinsof Lyons,Beares,Leopards,and 
other ſuch like beaſts, :and for that on his ſhieldor tar- 
guet was depainted and drawne the ſhape andforme of a 
Lyon,and which, in all his wars and attempts heealwaics 
caried apout him : & with ſome he was' called the knight 
of therimping Lyon. Thetown of Vetulonia,calledfo 
Viterbe,:cauſed the picture of Hercules tobeeſtamped 
angimprinted on theit coine:whichcontinued.unto the 
_ timeot the raigne and governementofthe laſt king of 

the Lumbards, whothen abolliſhed the remembrance 
therof by any {uch repreſentation or means of memorie. 
Afrerthe timeofſome ninetecne yeares or thereabours, 
as moſt writers doe alleadge , -having governed with all 
love and obedience of the people, Hexcales died, leaving 
all thoſe countries-thereabouts heavily lamenting the 
loſe and departure of fo noble and gallant a conqueror; 
which was about the time of his owne agethree hundred 
and fiitic ycares, and after he had reigned and commaun- 
ded in Fraunce, [talie, and Spaine, threeſcore and ſeven 
yeares. In folemne remembrance of whoſe generally 
deplored death,the peopic of Spajne erected: many moſt 
ſumptuous and coſtly monuments, and beſtowed upon

him awonderfull rich and ſtatelytombe, which as ſome 
hold, was built hard by that place; which as wee nowcall 
them,the Gades,pillars,or columns of Hercules are ſeated 
upon, being not farfromthe famous ſtreights of Gibral- 
tar. Vnto him alſo after his death they attributed very 
godlike honors, and tearms of veneration and reverence; 
ſo was hee poſleſſed while hee lived among mortals,with 
the love and opinionof all thoſe people therabouts,and 
whereſoeverelſe he had governed and commanded, And 
more of this fo farrenowmed conquerour Hercules ſhall 
notatthis time beedeclared, whole victories,triumphes, 
& exploits would indeed require a ſmall yoJume ofthem- 
ſcelves,being ſo many, ſo glorious, & ſo worthie,deſerving. 
inthe perfeQion of their owne merit to be inſculptin'the 
braſle leaved booke of time-retiſting and endlefle perpe- 
tuitie. And nowwe will revert our pen to ſpeake of his two 
famous ſons, T «ſc king of Italie,and Galathers king of 
Fraunce,and of their iflue andpoſteritie.Burfirſt is to be 
underſtood,that unto the kingdome of Spaine next atter 
Hercules ſucceeded Heſperus,becing the twelfth king and 
governor thereof,& whowas brother untothe renoun.cd 
Atlas, whome hereafter occaſion will bee preſented to 
ſpeakeandentreat of, nb $63E; 

I hath been before declared and mentioned, howthat 
the great Monarch andEmperour Hercules diſpoſicfling 
himfelte voluntarily of two royall & mighty kingdomes, 
placed andinſtitutedtherein his twoſons,7#ſcus and Ga- 
letheus;who long time after livedieciprocally, & reigned 
together in their ſeverall commavnds and governement, 
nm allpeacc,quiet, and tranquilitie, And to ſhew and ma- 
nifck this their love and agreement the more, T aſe: 

Es frcely 
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freely beſtowed and gave unto his brotherGalathews thie 
great Iflandof Sicilia,as then appertaining & belonging 
unto the crowne and kingdome of Iralie, and which was 
then altogether defolate and difinhabited (the race and 
generation of Cham,Noes ſan, the firſt commanderther- 
of,being now extin&tand periſhed;) Vnto this Iſland,Ga- 
latheus made a journey;carying with him great numbers 
and abundance ofpeople,andallthings neceflary forthe 
inpeopling and inhabiting thereof: which people and na- 
tion he afterwards and from-thence forth called after his 
owne name Galath-enes;aridereced and built alſo'a very 
great citiethere, calling itby thenameof Cenegalatha, 
of whichcitiglikewile, P/;nie in his fourth booke of Natu- 
rall hyſtorie doth there entreatand mention. And itwas 
held inth6ſedaies tobe the greateſt and checteſt honour 
that might beg, to authoriſe and licenſe anyto build'and 
cre any citic, andtocalliratter his ownename : for the 
denominatingof-which, nomatneither could give any 
teaveorauthoritic,: butthoſe which were eſtabliſhed in 
place and office of Coritis, that is, the Patriaike,Iupiter, 
orcheefc king and commander of thatcountry,as Tuſczs 
then was, being the ſfoleking and ruler over alllralic and” 
a]lrhoſe territories adjoyning thereunto,: Andthis grace: 
and favour Gatathex3tooke in great thankefulnefle and all 
kind acceptanice,endevouting by allmeans. poſſibletobe 
found gratefu]l forfo high a favor received. After all mat- 
ters were well ſcrled-and orderlydiſpoled inthis.newere- 
Aedgovernement of Sicilia, Galathems returned backe 
apaine into his countrey of Fraunce,whiere with all'ffghs 
and appatent tokens of along withed welcome; hee was 
j oyfully received of his people in allthe provinces round 
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about, where wemult now leave him forawhile, toſpeak 
of his brother Tyſcx#-aud of his affaires and negotiations 
in his governement andcharge.. OG, 
This T «ſeas is before declared) wasthe ſole andab- 
ſolute King,Patriatke, and {#piter of allthe dominjonsot 
Italiezof whoſe name alſoacherfeprovince ofthatking- 
dome thentooke hername,andinas called Tuſcania,and 
by the favoyrable-good mill of theryrant Time (who is 
wont to blotout all religues and tokens of antiquitie) it

andfirſt originals of cities andcountrie$,have betne infe- 
Red with ſome diſeaſe or other of ignorance andetrour; 
byrcafon of which daungerous fickeneſle, firſt creeping 
(though not' perceiveJ)"4nto the heads of men learned 
and of aurhoritic, ithath prooved univerſally mortall;to | 
all thoſe that have not invoked the aid of that good Phy- 
ſician, Induſtrie, throughout all the world whereſoever. 
And ſo now againe mee will returne*to-the place from 
' whencewelaſt of allſet forth, which wavfroin the marters 
and particulars whichwe handled of king Tifca:,folerv-

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actionsor memorable atcheevements, there is little read 
in any authors,oncly itis writ, that hee firſt invented the 
order anddignitic of the Palladian knighthood, and in- 
ſitured large priviledges and allowances forthe maintai- 
nanceof that new found ceremonie. And of any.matter 
eligwhich mightchallengeunto it {elſe worth and extra- 


 ordinarie commends,doneandperformed by him,few or 


no hyſtorians have written: onely hee left after him, his 
ſan\4/theus.inheritor & rightfull ſuccellorto his govern- 
i: 44herthen, theſpn of Tyſcws, began torake upon 


himxherule and commaundot Italic, preſently afterthe 


death of his deceaſed father, which was the fourth yeare 
aferthe death. of his grandfather Hercules in Spaine,who 
asyou-baycheard, eftinhericouruntohim Heſpers, the 


brotherof141les forthe governement of that colintrey + 
which-Heſperus had nottherelongreigned, buthce was: 
expulſed. and-driven out of his countreyby violent and: - 


oppreſlive, meanesby his brother £L//4 the gyant, ſurna- 
med, 1als : {o-that nowhee was enforced eoforiake the 


countrey,andcoflic into ltalie, inone pattof which,hee 


afterward commaunded,and called itafterhis ownname - 
Heſperia, which name itlongtimeafternardsretained, 
Afﬀerthis, Alas tals, notcontented ſufficiently with 


theprincipalitic and dominion of Spaine (as overambi. 
tiouſly.choughted) camealſo into ltalie,and overſwayed 
by his mightineſſe and poweral thecountryround about, 


and created andeſtabliſhed himſelfe king & ruler therof, 


andcalledallthecountrey generally after his@wne name, 


ltalia,by which iis at-this day called, & inthe kingdome 


of Spainc he appointed one of his ſonnestorcigncalled 


Stcorms, 
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Sicer#, which was nowby;juſt accoynt the fouretecnth: 
king thereof, VVhen theſe things. werethus doneghewent 
alſo into Sictha,asGalathers bore had done, and there 

fora while he reſted himſelfe,tillarthelengthhe returned 
againe dacke intoltalie,wherinafterwardshe lived many 
yeates. Tais 1ra/us 4tlt4by hisdeſcent was of the linage 
of Iighet,and of hisfonneComernsGellws, the fiſt king 
of Italie;andir was hee,which accordingtothe opinions 
of mary, excelled moſt of all inen then living, in the 
knowledge of Aſtrologie,forwhichcauſe,the bulxe Poets 
fatned,that he ſupported andwupheldrthe heavenswith his 
ſhoulders. Althers all this while was-ſuppreſled and kept 
under by the Mightineſſe ofthisruler;by reaſon whereof, 
hyſtories cannot ſpeake:of any worthie matter done or 
perforined by binitonely-icis wimen, he builded and exex 
Qed two very large and beautiftill cities, 0ne of them cal- 
ted Altcta,the otner Althea,witha caſtle alſo called after 
the ſame name. Andthis A4irhers, the tonne of Trſcws 
before ſpecihed was uncle untoDardanws,the firlt builder 
andiounder of Troy. Hee had alſo aſonne called Bl:/cor, 
but ic is not tead;that hee was afterward Coritus, that is, 
king of lralie,or commanded in any extraordinary power 
and authoricie; but that this 4:{241;a:us created andeſta» 
bliſhed one. of his owne fonnes, called CHorges, inthe 
eignitic andoffice thereof, wrongfully diſinheriting the 
true heir2s that mightlawtully have challenged the fame: 
fothat by this unjut meanes of uſurpation & greatneſle, 
the line and iflue of Herenles was debarred trom the pol- 
{efling and enjoying of what rightfully belonged unto 
them. Allo he created and appointed his daughter called 


| Rhoma, as dutchefle and commaundreſle of the people 
| L and 
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andnationcalled Aborigines (of whome heretofore wee 
ſomething ſpoke of.) And this Rhoma was afterward'ma- 
riedto aprince.of Tuſcane,of whom ſhe had a ſon.called 
after her ownename Khomaneſſos, who was the firſtthat 
everlaid the firſt foundation of the citie of Romezas Ser- 
pronius very confidently affirmeth,condemning all thoſe 
which attributethe firſt founding thereof unto Romnlws, 
who(ſayth hee) indeed beautified andenlarged theſame, 
bur was not the fir rhat laid the foundation:thereot ;zand 
that hisname Romnlw(being himſclfe foundhard by that 
cittic by wonderous accident)-tooke his name of Roma, 
andnotRoma of Romules, as the above witten authour 
Sempronius,a very ſufficient writer, and ſome others alſo 
of allowed authotitie;.haveavereed the ſame. And the 
interpretation of this word Rhomaneſſos, as S.lerome,the 
Talmudiſts,and many others doe expoundir,is as much; 
as, Magna amt potens ſablimitas, a mightie or powerfull 
height or glorie;becing compounded of two ſeverall 
words of the Aramean language; Rama,whichinterpre» 
ted ſignifies ſubl;mitas, and Neſſor, which isvalidam or 
magnum: oras-fome undeiſtandir, itfignifieth validum 
angurium, which is, a-ſtrong and infallible prophecie, 
which indeedthe exceeding greatneſle & all ſubjugating. 
power & mightineſle of that Empire did afterwards very 
fitly anſwer and make good, being raiſed varo that infioir 
greatneſle and higheſt perfcCtion of toveraignetie,that R 
impelled almoſtthe greater part of the world to ſue unto 
herforfavour,androbecometriburaric in great taxes and 
impoſitions untoher-ſeat & maynificence. Andthiscitie 
allo was called long-atter by the name of Valentia: of 
which, now wee willceaſe further toenueat, returning to

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- thematter before handled of £47las; ſurnamed 7talwe, 
now floutiſhing-andcommaunding over Icalic in great 
puiſlance,glorie,andmightinefle:who although (as it is 
alreadie before ſpecified) he bore greataffeRtiion, favour, 
andHove unto his ſonne Morges, and hadeſtabliſhed him 
inthe regaltieandkingdome of Italie,as Coritus,yer hee 
began in the end ro thinke and meditat with himſelf how 
apparent and monſtrous wrongs and indignities hee had 
ettered toalithe flue and poſteritic of Hercules,in expel- 
ling 4/thes,and depriving his ſonne Blaſcon-of his right 
inthe principalitic of that. countreyz&.inthoſe thoughts 
and humors,hee cauſed to becalled unto him Camboblaſ- 
con, the ſonne of the beforemeantioned Blaſcon,the ſonne 
of Althewsaudin licuandrecompenceat all former and 
toxepaſledinjurics, hee gavcunto-him one of his owns 
daughters in mariage and matrimoniall aſſociation, who 
wascalled Elefra, with whome indowrie hee-gave all 
thoſe tomnes and countries lying about the Alpes and 
the hether maunzaines, neareſt confining upon Iralie: 
and upon this, preſently afterdied; After whole. death, 
his ſonne © Horges, pofleſiedbelike withholy andreligi- 
ous.cogitations, acknowledging the-imightie wrong and 
diſparagement which his fathct had/1mpoſedon his bro- 
ther in law C:mbobl:ſcongin depriving hind hisrighttull 
- ſuccefſion,willingly and volumarily deſpoiled himſelfe of 
his crowne and commaund,andtrausferred it upon Cam- 
bobla(con, whom preſently hee cauſedto beecreated and 
eſtabliſhedin the dignitie of Coritus, that is, the vpiter 
orking of ltalie; andfo after that, contented himſclfe to 
liveprivately and obſcurely with his brother in law.and 
filter Eleftra: with whome hee had not many yeates lived

ken)the peoplecalled theirkings, gods: by witch it may 
begarhered, that this their king Scigrz5mas a preat wall» 
lJer,urto which kind of exerciſe and unto the harciers,ithe 
people inhabiting in Gallia Beigica did not long ftnce 
wonderfully much addi&rhemlelves, & were very active 
and skiltullcherein, howſoever at this day thoſe ſports for 
the moſt part are nowutterly left oft and rejected, S.1trom

thereol involved and wrapt inaworldot themiſcrableſt 
unhappineſle and foule-vexations that may be invented, 
as by the farall ſucceſſe and end of this kings life moſt 
pPRmey appeareth , For when as Dardanw, his younger. 

rother (aman indeed of a proud heart, great courage; 


and tamard ambition) ſaw his brother 14j4w« thus to float

rotaſt of the ſweet cup of NeQar, witich Fortune often- 
times adininiſtreth unto her favourites, and tis to live 
famous in ſuch abundant meaſure of grace and happt- 
neſle ; hee infinitely repinedand mallictouliy ſtomecked 
{ſuch rhe preatneſle and height of his power andauthori- 
tic, he becinghimlelie ſo ſupprefled and obſcured-by the 
ſpight of Fortune,and living privately ang without coin- 
maund,as an inferiour orſoine baſe born perienor flave, 
Lhcle things oftentimes xeveiving and Rudying within 
himſcife,ne cou}g notnow anylppger deprefic orguench 
theoverturious heat of his aſpiriog ſpitir, but in a diſ- 
dainefull and ſcorning kind of faſhion went unto his bro- 
thertheking,to deinaynd cave and Jicerce, Lhat.(upon 
ſome occafions oi diicontentprewnaed)nemightdepart 
out ofthe country to ſceke out his better fortunes: which 
requelt 7sfizs refuſed ro conditcend unto, and would by 
no ineanes allow of his brothers purpoles 1n that behalte 
Intended: whereupon.

his freinds,followers,and ervitors, he ſecretly and cloſely 
ſer ſails anddeparted. 
Theright noble and treſpuiſantking of Frauncethus 
cruelly murdered bythe bloudcie hands of his owe nacu- 
rall(though in that unnatura]])brother, in the fittith year 
of hisraigne and mightic governement,and in the four- 
ſcoreand fourth yeare of his owne age;allthepeople and 
inhabitantsthereabouts began mightiy to bewaile his 
untimely and miſerable end, which was before the foun- 
dation of Troy eight and wwentie yeares or much therea« 
bouts, In generalldeploration and laments of this kings 


 death,not only Italy and France, but all parts of the world 


unto whame the (hrill-voiced trumpet of Fame had 
ſounded forth this report, conjoyned and bemonedto- 
gether for that hee keprpeacc andawitic with all princes 
whatſoever, in all uninic, love, and concord ; and carried 
himſclfe ſoupright and ſo wiſe inthe troubleſome mana- 
ging of affaires belonging unto two kingdomes,that hee 
gained and woon unto him the hearts and afieQtions of 
almoſt all people whatſoever. Atterhis death, his ſonne 
Coribantuss ſucceeded in the governement of the king- 
dome of Italic, bur not of Fraunce , ſothat the people 
thereof were a good while aſter without a cheete or ruler :

ting upon ltalie, and there commaundedevenunto the 
hils Pyrenei (which divide the countrey of Spaine from 
France) and from the Mediterranean ſea unto the maine 
Ocean, and untotheriverof Rhyne: and hethere builded 
and ereted many famous'townes andcitties, of which, 
ſome werethoſe which were ſince called Piemont,Savoy, 
Proavnce,Daulphine,and others, and whichpeople of 
very latetimes(ifhorartthis day)were called Allobroges: 
and in thiskings raigne was the-farre-famedand mightic 
citic of Troy firſt built and ereed. 'To comeunto the 
foundation ofwhich,wee muſt here inthele affaires pauſe 
and take breatha while,and returne unto-Dardanunnow 
on the ſearofſed with uncertaine fortunes, and terapelt- 
beaten indeed with overblowing and eruell winds, ſo that 
he remained in very great daunger and hazardtobcecalt 
awayand ſwallowed 1n-the vaſt and mercileſſcembrace- 
ments of the all-wracking waters. -Enforced by theſe ca- 
lamities, hee was glad to put in atanlfland of the Ci- 
clades , attending there the favourable ſmiles of For- 
:tune,and theabatementof thoſe horrible and tempeſtu- 
ous ſtormes. In the end hee put foorth againe,and recove- 
xedtheliea Archipelagus, and went afterwards onſhore 
inanlIflandin Greece called Samos or Samothrace, ac-

of his Eneidosſayth: Arunculos, ita ferre ſenec his ortus

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in 42;ts, Dardanus Ideas frigiepenetravitad urbes,T vetche 
amque Samum que nunc Samothracis fertur.. This Iſland 
of Samos or Samothracia, is direQly oppoſite unto the 
countreyot Thrace in Greece where Conſtantinople is 
erced,which heretofore aboundedin all plenteous ma- 
ner with V ines, Olive trees, Grapes, and orhers{uchlike 
fruit of moſtſorts; and in this countrey alſo was the lear- 
ned and famous Philoſopher ?ythagoras botne,and one 
of the propheteſles called Stbetes Sameos : but itisnow 
(the mare robee lamented). .in:the tyrannous hands and 
poſleſlions of the bloudie and barbarous Tinke...In this 
- countrey, Dardanwsſtaied a good ſpace before he Jaidthe 
foundation of Troy,hoping yet to bee recalled home a- 
gaine into Iralie: bur when: hee percetvedthat all hopes 
were fruſtrate that were bu:Ided on ſuch grounds, hee put- 
teth himſclfe foorth to ſreke our asyer his further for-

Helleſponte,which is called allo the ſtreights leadingun-
